We all know that a court of law is the 
means to justice. However, through a 
recent experience, I have been made to 
see that justice is not always just. 

Two weeks ago, I was shopping in a 
major Boston department store, and I 
was arrested for shoplifting. I was 


completely innocent of any wrong-doing, 
and had a witness and a reasonable 
amount of proof that I was innocent. 
Nevertheless, I was arrested, taken to the 
police station, and booked for a charge of 
petty larceny. 

In court the next day, I was appointed 
a public defender, who fortunately was 
able to get a continuance on my case. 
When. I later appeared for trial, my 
witness and I were both called upon to 
relate the events of the day in question. A 
security person from the department 
store was also called upon for 
questioning. Shall I politely say that her 
answers greatly averted from the truth? 

I was expecting, of course, to be found 
not guilty. However, this did not happen 
and I now have a police record for a crime 
that I did not commit. The reason? I am a 
student in Boston, and more than half of 
the shoplifters found guilty are college 
students. And, of course, any student 
who would steal would have no 
reservations about lying in court. It is the 
innocent people, like myself, that are 
unjustly punished. 

When paying a fifty dollar court fee, 
after my trial, I asked for a receipt for the 
money. I was told that “your freedom is 
your receipt.” Is that justice?

I am writing in regard to taxes on 
pensions. I am now seventy-four years of 
age; I have worked since 1912 to make a 
living. For the last 27 years I worked for 
the city of Somerville, Massachusetts as 
a garbage collector, and for the last eight 
years as a garage man. All this time I 
worked for less money than I could have 
made outside in a comparable job, but I 
stayed with Civil Service because I 
thought I was working for some degree of 
security in my old age. 

I am now receiving $308 per month 
pension from the City of Seunardlla, and 
$118.80 from social security. Of the $308 
per month that I receive from the city 


approximately $700 per year is taken out 
in taxes. Is this what Congress calls

Save your shopping lists, cull 
your garbage cans, and salvage 
old school notebooks — all will 
be appropriate presents for a 
contemporary celebration called 
“Give it to Nixon Day,” to be 
staged Monday (March 18) by 
the Massachusetts People’s 
Bicentennial Coalition. 
Following the $570,000 example 
of the Nixon vice-presidential 
papers tax deduction, the 
Coalition invites those 
concerned with tax reform to 
donate their own personal 
papers to the Boston Internal 
Revenue Service, indirectly 
giving them to Nixon. The 
bicentennialists, whose last 
caper commemorated the 
Boston Tea Party in the Boston 
Oil Party, will ask the IRS for 
tax credits for the largesse of 
memorabilia. 

“Bring your fourth-grade 
arithmetic,” says Jack Bray oi 
the Coalition, ‘‘they’re as 
valuable as what Nixon gave.” 

The Day will begin at 11 a.m. 
at Faneuil where a Taxpayers 
Town Meeting will include 
speaker Tom Stanton, head of 
Ralph Nader’s Tax Reform 
Research Group, who'll discuss 
restructuring of federal taxation. 
From Faneuil Hall, a march will 
go to the JFK Federal Building 
for a high noon showdown with 
the IRS. In keeping with its 
Revolutionary War antecedents, 
the Coalition points out the 
Monday will be the 198th 
anniversary of Evacuation Day, 
when British soldiers were 
forced from Boston as the city 
rallied around slogans like “nc 
taxation without represen- 
tation.” 


Deitch Quits 
Radical economics writer 
David Deitch’s long-building 


have finally ended. Deitch, fired 
and reinstated two years ago in a 
rather celebrated labor relations 
battle, has resigned from the 
newspaper. Deitch, a Globe 
columnist and financial writer 
for six years since leaving the 
defunct New York Herald- 
Tribune, said last week he was 
“forced out’ by intolerable 
working conditions. Globe 
management characterized the 
columnist’s departure as 
“amicable,” adding only that 
the matter was “an internal 
labor management matter.” 
Deitch, whose columns 
generally tied eétonomics to 
social and political news, was 
fired by the Globe in late 1971 
after a battle over censorship. 
The case went to arbitration and

Deitch was reinstated. His 
columns have appeared 
regularly since that time, 
although usually in. less-than- 
prominent positions. Deitch said 
last week that the Globe 
“changed my job classification” 
by asking him to do stories he 
felt were not in keeping with his 
role — ie. financial reporting 
instead of analysis. “They didn’t 
like my politics,” says Deitch. 
Deitch felt the Globe demands 
necessitated his resignation. 

Both Deitch and the Globe 
agree, however, that this ends 
the long battle.

A bumper sticker of the week 
award must go to a home-made 
job sighted on Beacon Street. It 
read: “‘Reconvene the Hartford 
Convention.” For those whose 
American history teacher was 
incomplete, we’ll refresh your 
memory as to the event invoked. 
In 1814, in the midst of the 
unpopular War of 1812, the six- 
New England 
Confederation met in Hartford 
to consider, believe it or not, 
seceding from the Union. Among 
those most in favor of the idea 
was Massachusetts, whose 
businessmen, dismayed with 
trade blockades the British 
imposed during the war, labeled 
the conflict ‘‘Mr. Madison’s 
War” (after President James 
Madison), and first invoked the 
doctrine of the state’s rights to 
“nullify” federal decisions. The 
majority of the states, however, 
decided not to secede, and saw 
the war end shortly after. The 
specifics have changed, but, at 
least on Beacon Street, the 
Hartford spirit lives.

Two men who must really 
appreciate the Watergate 
scandal are reporters Bob 
Woodward and Carl Bernstein. 


Not only did the two 
Washington Post reporters win 
the Pulitzer Prize for their 
coverage of the scandal, but they 
now stand to make hundreds of 
thousands of dollars off of book 
and movie rights to their story. 


It was announced last week 
that a movie company owned by 
actor Robert Redford will pay a 
total of $450,000 for the rights to 
a book on Watergate being 
written by Woodward and 
Bernstein. Both the movie and 
the book will be entitled All The 
President’s Men, and the film 
will star Redford, himself, 
playing the part of Bob 
Woodward. It has not yet been 

' decided who will play 
Bernstein’s past. 


Each of the two reporters will 
receive about $200,000 just for 
the movie rights. In addition, 
they also will receive between 5 .

It was not long after 
Christmas, and the Mayor of 
Boston, like the New York 
Times, remembered the city’s 
neediest. Kevin White came to 
Columbia Point to christen 
before cameras the gleaming 
new $355 million University of 
Massachusetts at Boston. At the 
same time, he announced a 
grand plan to save something 
which many thought the 
university would surely destroy: 
the Columbia Point public 
housing project. Largest and 
poorest in Boston, it is home for 
5000 neighbors to the 6000 
UMass students. 

So close are the two neighbors 
that no panorama of progress 
painted by the Mayor could fail 
to include some remedy for the 
eyesore project. More than a few 
residents of the project and 
surrounding Dorchester 
predicted, however, a “final 
solution” for Columbia Point: 
tearing it down, as has 
happened to similar high-rise 
_housing elsewhere. There 
seemed ample motivation. At 
one time the Columbia Point 
peninsula was the site of a 
prison and garbage dump. Since 
its opening in 1954, the housing 
project had come to combine 
features of both those former 
activities. The possibilities for 
peaceful coexistence between 
university and public housing 
seemed remote. City colleges 
tend to study urban problems — 
but at a comfortable distance. 
Student and faculty housing 
historically displaces low- 
income apartments. 

The Mayor’s January trip to 
Columbia Point seemed to 
signal something very different, 
however. Something called 


Columbia Point Revitalization. - 


Two months after his sojourn 
' down the Southeast Expressway 
‘it’s unclear what the Mayor’s 
speech actually did signal. 
Community ‘groups ‘and 
architects are skeptical of the 
city’s intentions. But, taking the 
Mayor at his word, this is what 
might happen. 

The proposed $150 million 
Columbia Point revitalization 
unveiled by White rejects the 
wrecker’s ball. Instead, 
attractive brochures and scale 
models envision, in five years, 
what amounts to a whole new 
neighborhood on the former 
marshland three miles from 
downtown. Drawn up by a “task 
force” of 10 community groups 
and the Mayor’s office, and 
financed by $30,000 from 
UMass, the plan does call for 
some buildings to go down, but 
emphasizes construction over 
destruction. An abandoned 
shopping mall would become the 
busy center of a new town, 
including a library, Little City 
Hall, and community center. A 
littered harbor would become a 
scenic waterfront, a public 
beach and marina. The existing 


projects would be renovated at a © 


cost of $25 million. Another $25 
million would go for commercial 
development. And $100 million 
in new ‘‘mixed-income,’’ 
privately-developed apartments 
would bring all kinds of people 
to the Point. The ghetto stigma 
would be gone. 

tremendous potential 
exists at Columbia Point,” says 
the plan. “Its accessibility and 
amenity could be used to create 
one of the most desirable 
locations for new development 
in Boston.” : 

Perhaps most importantly, 
the revitalization would absorb 
the impact of the new university 
— feared for years in Dorchester 
neighborhoods with vision of 
Allston-style student influxes. 
Bitterness toward UMass 
subsided a bit with the Mayor’s 
announcement. “We know that 


_..mno one would have ever done 


anything down here if the 


university hadn’t moved in,” 


says a Columbia Point 
community worker. 

“We had two alternatives,” 
says Andy Olins, the Mayor’s 
housing advisor .who has 
orchestrated the revitalization 
planning. ““We could tear down 
Columbia Point or we could 
bring the city around it. 
Economically integrate — 
there’s no other way public 
housing can succeed. We have to 
change the image of Columbia 
Point so people will want’ to live 
there.”

There Bernie Sneed — a project 
resident, UMass student and the 
university’s community 
relations officer here — receives 
visitors. Unemployed residents 
university job 
applications.

Federal Reserve Bank come to 
tour one of the government’s less — 
successful investments. All are 
greeted by the sign on Bernie’s 
bulletin board. 

“They said it couldn’t be 
done. And by golly, it couldn’t.” 

It could refer to almost 
anything about Columbia Point. 
The project has seen plans come 
and go as fast as maintenance 
crews. There’ve been plans for 
massive repairs, new waterfront 
recreation, even for a world’s fair 
on the Point. Bernie has not 
taken down his sign in deference 
to the latest plan. 

“How would you feel?” he 
asks. “For years it seemed that 
no one’s willing to help you. 
Then all of a sudden the Mayor’s 
talking about all these 
changes.” 

Sneed is joined in his reserve 
by Thelma Peters, a leader in 
the project’s Area Planning 
Action Council (APAC) and a 
resident for 17 years before 
moving recently to Mattapan. 
She and Sneed were the project 
representatives on the 
revitalization task force. “The 
people here aren’t apathetic like 
you hear people say,” she says. 
“We've just heard that song. 
about ‘Promises, Promises’ too 


many times.” 


‘The magnitude of the latest 
promise is at least in keeping 
with the scope of present 
problems at Columbia Point. 
Suddenly cast in the shadow of 
textbooks, it is itself a textbook 
case — how not to design a 
housing project. Its high-rise, 
high-density style has been 
shown to breed vandalism. 
Residents feel no sense of being 
at home here. Built with good 
intentions for the poor, it seems 
almost vindictive toward them. 
For years, the project was totally 
cut off from the rest of Boston — 
only a long. fight,.and the death 
of a child hit by a car, won an 
overpass across the Southeast 
Expressway. 

“T would favor any plan,” says 
Bernie Sneed, “‘that would give 
a little, you know, home-type 
feeling to the project. Maybe 
make the living rooms a little 
bigger or have a room where you 
can study.” 

Columbia Point residents, like 
Sneed, discuss revitalization on 
a considerably less grand scale 
than the Mayor. They ask for a’ 
supermarket — currently they 
must take a bus to buy any 
groceries. They want some new 
locks on buildings, replacement 
of broken windows. Twenty-five 
apartments have been on a rent 
strike for three months to 
dramatize such problems. Yet 
these are the same apartments 
the revitalization plan promises 
$25 million in fix-up funds. 
They’re to be a major part of the 
new town. So far the only 
tangible change at the project 
since the Mayor’s speech is a 
rent increase from the Housing 
Authority. 

“All of this revitalization stuff 
just keeps people’s minds off 
their immediate problems,” 
says Claudia Splick, a member 
of the Dorchester Community 
Action Coalition (DCAC) and a 
participant in the revitalization 
task force. 

DCAC has circulated a leaflet 
which “supports the concept of 
revitalization” but adds that 
“certain parts of the proposal 
are too vague and need to be 
made clear now.” Central to 
DCAC concerns is- the 
preservation of low-income 
housing for large families. 
Golumbia Point, despite its 
shortcomings, is one of few 
public housing projects in the 
city with five- and six-bedroom 
apartments. Families who live 
in them are often least able to 
find cheap housing elsewhere.

What Chance for Change School 


By Dave O’Brian 

Boston’s schools have been 
run by a five-man committee, 
elected at large, since 1906. The 
question is, therefore, why have 
so many people decided that 
this is the year to change it? 

And the answer, apparently, 
is that the immense 
incompetence, unrespon- 
siveness, political narrow- 
mindedness, and just plain 
unworkability of the present 
system has become too obvious 
for anyone to ignore any longer. 

On April 2, in the city’s first 
special referendum election in 
over a decade, voters will be 
asked to choose one of four 
“reform” proposals being offered 
by various community groups 
and politicians as alternative 
ways to set education policy. 
The winning plan will be pitted 
against the present five-man 
committee in November and, if 
successful, will go into effect in 
1976 after the terms of the 
present school committeemen 
expire. 

Most observers agree that the 
need for change, fed by the 
present committee’s persistent 
refusal to deai inielligently with 
the growing racial balance crisis, 


recognized by parents and 
teachers on both sides of the 
emotional busing controversy 
and that whichever plan is 
successful in April will easily go 
on to defeat the status quo. 

And nearly every observer 
agrees that Plan Three, the one 
proposed by Mayor White, is 
way out in front — due to the 
impressive political and 
organizational strength of the 
mayor’s office and the fact that 
White’s plan seems to offer the 
most drastic reform. 

A handful. of White’s active 
opponents insist, on the other 
hand, that the plan is doomed to 
failure because it deprives the 
electorate of the right to choose, 
by direct vote, who will run the 
schools. The plan would, in 
effect, hand the city’s schools 
over to the mayor, they say, and 
as soon as the voters realize this 
they will opt for the present 
system and the mayor, by being 
more interested in taking control 
of the schools than reforming 
them, will have killed all 
chances for reform for another 
two years. 

The most immediate and 
attractive aspect of White’s 
proposal, however, is exactly 


that — it’s the only plan that 
does away with the school 
committee completely. And, 
since it is coupled with an 
elaborate (and confusing) 
system of elected neighborhood 
counciJe, area, and city-wide

advisory committees, it at least 
snakes an effort to put some 
control over school curriculum, 
funding, and staffing into the 
hands of the neighborhoods. 

But opponents of the mayor’s 


plan insist that such community 
control would be only an 
illusion. And a close 
examination of his proposal 
indicates there’s some validity 
to that claim. 

Dave Smith, a teacher at the 
University of Massachusetts and 
a member of “The Committee 
on Plan III,” admits that he has 
met with a degree of resistance 
and suspicion at community 
meetings from people who say 
they just can’t believe Kevin 
White could be behind a 
proposal to give any real power 
to the communities. That just 
doesn’t fit with his track record. 

Indeed, the mayor has never 
been much for giving away any 
control over anything to 


= anybody (and after six years in 
. Office this is the first time he’s 


shown any real interest in school 
reform) so the doubts are 
understandable. 

But what you have to realize 
is that the power he’s willing to 
give away this time (what little 
there is of it) doesn’t belong to 
him. It belongs to the school 
committee. And in the process, 
he will be absorbing tremendous 
power over school funding, 
patronage and city-wide

educational policy himself. 
Power to Appoint 

Specifically, White’s plan 
gives him power to appoint a 
Superintendent of Schools 
(although a city-wide advisory 
council of parents, teachers, and 
neighborhood residents would 
confirm that appointment) and 
the mayor would also have the 
unquestioned power to fire that 
Superintendent if he didn’t like 
the way things were going. You 
may be sure, in other words, 
that under this plan the czar of 
the school system would be the 
mayor and no one else. 

Not that that’s necessarily a 
bad thing. Indeed, the report of 
the city’s Home Rule 
Commission in 1971 
recommended that the schools 
be run like any other city 
department, under a 
commissioner appointed by the 
mayor. 

strong mayoral control,” 
the report added, ‘without 
direct and decentralized citizen 
participation runs the risk of 
making the schools unresponsive 
to the particular needs of 
various communities within the 
city.’’ The Home Rule 
Commission recommended, 
therefore, that the mayor not 
take over the schools until he 
devise a decentralization 
program. 

His answer is the proposal to 
create an elaborate series of 
neighborhood and high school 
councils and placing in their 
hands limited control over 
program money (consisting of 
roughly 10 percent of the school 
budget or $11 million) as well as 
the power to hire teachers and 
some limited (and rather 
meaningless) review power over 
principals and _ area 
superintendents. 

One of the arguments raised 
against this plan in a leaflet 
circulated by the League of 
Women Voters is that 
“extremists of all sides could 
take over local ,committees, 
indoctrinating children with 
their ideas.” 

That could hardly be any 
more dangerous than having city- 
wide educational policy 
formulated by five racist hacks, 
but, in any event, it’s not a 
serious concern. More likely, the 
councils would be quickly taken 
over by White loyalists (just as 
the mayor has taken firm conttol 
of about half the city’s ward 
committees) and the watchdog 
role of these councils would be 
minimized to say the least. 
Opponents of the plan fear that, 
for all practical purposes, the 
mayor’s control over every 
aspect of the school system 
would be absolute. 

Almost 80 percent of the 
school budget is controlled by 
collective bargaining anyway, 
and a full 90 percent of the 
budget is tied up with personnel 
costs of one form or another — 
these funds would come under 
the mayor’s control once the 
authority to bargain with the 
various unions is shifted from 
the school committee to the 
mayor. 

Some argue, of course, that 
mayors, who have a political 
stake in keeping property taxes 
down, should not be allowed to 
tamper with educational funds. 
In every other community in the 
state, in fact, local school 
committees are completely 
autonomous and have virtually 
unlimited powers of 
appropriation. In cases where 
local town meetings have tried 
to cut school budgets, for 


example, the courts have ruled 


against them. 

But in Boston particularly the 
need to reform the school budget 
process is immediate, and the 


mayor's plan is the only one of 
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the four that addresses the 
problem at all. ““The other three 


plans,’’ Smith observed, 
“simply restructure the top of 
the iceberg.”

budget in over 100 years. The 
general school budget is put 
together each year by the School 
Business Manager based on 
requests from division heads.

The purpose of this procedure, 
again, is to protect the quality of 
education, but its practical and 
direct result is that excessive 


amounts of money are spent on 
pet projects and patronage and, 
even though there are fewer 
students in the system, the 
school budget continues to 
expand at a rate greater than the 
rate of inflation and the schools 
continue to get worse. 


No Representation 


And the school committeemen 
continue to get re-elected by 
empty sloganeering. The at- 
large system is blamed for 
preventing many communities 
from ever getting 
representation. 

The Home Rule Commission 
observed that 10 of the city’s 22 
wards have not received school 
committee representation in 
over 20 years. No black or 
Puerto Rican has ever served on 
the committee. Instead, the 
system assures continued 
domination of the board by Irish 
Catholic pols from the higher- 
numbered wards. 

Two of the proposals are 
designed to correct that abuse 
and the one with the most 
support (and therefore the best 


‘chance to upset the mayor’s 


proposal) is Plan II, developed 
by parents on both sides of the 
busing issue and backed by 
State Sen. Joseph Timilty, who 
wants to be mayor. 


The plan would expand the 
school committee to 1i 
members, one elected from each 
of 11 zones into which the city 
would be divided. 


The plan would, of course, 
assure each section with one 
representative (and only one) 
and also, according to Timilty, 
“allow people to get elected_ 
without spending massive 
amounts of money.” 


The trouble with the plan, 
though, is that, like the mayor’s 
proposal, it pretends to offer 
more community input and 
control than it would, in fact, 
deliver. It also creates a 22- 
member school congress that 
would be empowered to 
“monitor” school committee 
meetings, report back to the 
voters four times a year, hold 
budget hearings and, again 
according to Timilty,- “give 
parents a direct input into the 
system.” 


But the Congress would be 
absolutely powerless to take any 
meaningful action and it is hard 
to imagine people getting turned 
on enough about “monitoring” 
to really want to participate in 
it. Timilty says the Congress 
could go into court to overturn 
an improper decision of the 
School Committee, but so, for 


that matter, could anyone else. 

The attractiveness of the plan 
is that it improves the structure 
of the committee, doing away 
with the dominance of the 
present group of incumbents, . 
without centralizing alarming 
amounts of power and control in 
the hands of the mayor. 

“I’m totally opposed,” said 
Timilty, “‘to the concept o 
making education just another. 
city department run by one man 
on a part-time basis.” 


But Timilty and the plan’s 
supporters (The Parents League 
for Better Education) simply 
don’t have the kind of money or 
organizational strength that the 
mayor has. Thus, their 
automatic underdog role. 

While Timilty’s volunteers, 
for example, are making 
sporadic phone calls to voters 
from their homes, a massive 
door-to-door leafletting and 
telephoning campaign by the 
mayor’s office is into full gear. 
The mayor’s Committee for 
Plan Three has already spent 
between $5000 and $6000 and is 
planning to ask.the mayor for 
more. Volunteers (mostly city 
workers who are doing it to 
please the mayor and, 
parenthetically, save thir jobs) 
are reportedly manning banks of

PLAN ONE: Proposed by 
School Committee Chairman 
Paul Tierney, it would expand 
the five-member at-large 
committee to eight members 
elected at large, plus the mayor, 
who would serve as an ex officio 
member, voting only to break 
ties. It would also reimburse the 
members at a rate of $75 per 
meeting. 

Tierney says the plan is 
designed to increase the chance 
for minority representation 
without sacrificing a city-wide 
policymaking body. Opponents

say the plan offers little change 
from the status quo and was 
only offered to muddy the 
waters. 
PLAN TWO: Proposed by 
the Parents League for Better 
Education, it expands the 
committee- to 11 members 
elected from zones plus a 22- 
member School Congress. 
Proponents say the plan 
assures representation from all 


sections of the city and provides 
parents with a direct input into 
the process. Opponents say the 
plan sacrifices city-wide 
interests, that the Congress has 
no real power, and that the plan 
doesn’t even address the more 
flagrant abuses of the present 
system. 

PLAN THREE: Mayor 
White’s plan abolishes the 
school committee, giving 


appointment and budget 
making power to the mayor. It 
also creates a system of city- 
wide, area and neighborhood 
councils with limited control 
over program budgets and 
hiring. 

The plan makes the mayor, 
who must set the tax rate, fully 
accountable and also provides 
some community input, ‘ut 
opponents say it’s too elaborate, 


is unproven, and is simply a 
power and patronage grab by the. 
mayor. 

PLAN FOUR: City Council 
President Gerald O’Leary’s 
proposal retains the five 
members elected at large but 
adds to that six more members 
elected from districts. 

The plan balances 
neighborhood control with a city- 
wide concern, but opponents say 
it’s not a drastic enough reform 
to make any real difference, that 
the group that dominates the 
board now will continue to do so.

Nor is it the 
point that Clause 2(E) is so 
blatantly ambiguous -and_ill- 
defined that were it a point of 
law it would be laughed out of 
any court in the land. Including 
Judge Carswell’s. The real issue 
is that the Boston Bruins have 
elected to invoke Clause 2(E) in 
suspending one Derek 
Sanderson, erstwhile Bruin, 
erstwhile Blazer, erstwhile 
superstar, for the very 
elementary reason that they 
didn’t feel they needed him any 
longer. 

The nominal reason for the 
suspension was Sanderson’s 
failure to board the Bruins’ 
flight back from Oakland. Now, 
just to begin with, if a player got 
socked with a season’s 
suspension every time he missed 
an airplane the ranks of 
professional sports would be 
severely depleted come playoff 
time. But wait a minute. The 
fact that Sanderson had been 
involved in a fight with 
teammate Terry O’Reilly had, 
said Managing Director Harry 
Sinden, nothing to do with the 
suspension. (Neither, 
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Sanderson: What Price Sportsmanship? 


presumably, did the fact that 
the Bruins had just been blown 
out of the rink by, of all people, 
the California Dancing Bears or 
whatever they are called now 
that they’re operating under the 
aegis of the League, have any 
bearing on the humor of Sinden 
or Coach Bep Guidolin, the man 
who offers living proof that 


anybody can win with the 
Boston Bruins.) 

“What happened in California 
was the last straw,”’ said Sinden. 
“But he has given the camel’s 
back a lot of hard whacks.” = 

If that is indeed the case, I 
would merely interpose the 
question: why, if Sanderson’s 


and sportsmanship” were so 
much in question before the 
Oakland trip, did Sinden wait 
until two days after the trading 
deadline to suspend him, 
instead of unloading him on 
another team from whom they 
could have gotten proper 
recompense? 

It’s all. very interesting. “All 
season, since I came back with a 
million dollars from the WHA, 
Guidolin’s been trying to 
humiliate me,”’ says Sanderson. 
“They’ve had both barrels 


aimed at me all winter and . 


Guidolin’s finger on the trigger. 
When he thought he had me, 
Bep went boom.” 


It is certainly a more plausible 
explanation than the morass of 
contradictory and muddled 
offerings Sinden and Guidolin

vindictive, act made in ‘anger. 
When Ted Green’s case went 
before NHL President Clarence 
Campbell, he was represented 
by Sanderson’s attorney Bob 
Woolf. “I maintained,” said 
Woolf, “that this sort of violence 
(Green had been very nearly 
killed when St. Louis’ Wayne 
Mackey took offense and 
clubbed him on the head a 
number of times with one of 
those cudgels hockey players 
carry around on the ice.) was so 
dangerous that the League had 
to take serious action to stop it. 
Campbell thought it over and 
agreed that it was dangerous 
and it was serious and that 
hereafter any player hitting 
another player’s head with his 
stick would ibe suspended for 
three games.” 


Beat a guy half to death with 
a lethal weapon and you miss 
three games. But if you’re not 
honest, moral, fair, a good sport, 
and you miss airplanes then 
forget about the season and the 
playoffs. 

In the locker room before the 
game in California, Derek was 
sitting in front of his locker when 
another player asked him for a 
stick. Sanderson tossed it across 
the room. The guy missed it, it 
bounced, and very néarly hit 
O'Reilly, who turned and told 
Sanderson to fuck off, then 
turned on him. “He hit me,” 
says Sanderson, “while I was 
still sitting down. It got broken 
up right away, though, and it’ 
was forgotten. I thought.” 

O’Reilly, meanwhile, was 
psyched into such a state of 
delerium tremens that he tried 
to go over the wall after a fan 
during the course of the game.

listened to speeches from a 
number of different women 
before marching to the Pewter 
Pot in Copley Square to join the 
waitresses’ picket line there. 
Several weeks ago in this 
column, I wrote a fairly negative 
cirtique of the Yes We Can 
women’s fair, based on the fact 
that it represented feminism 
divorced from a concern with the 
other aspects of patriarchal 
oppression, racism and 
capitalism. Ironically, I find 
myself now on the other side of 
the fence: last Saturday’s events 
disturbed me deeply because in 
the midst of much legitimate 
and important concern for the 
workers’ and third-world 
movements, feminism itself was 
obscured. Nothing made this 
more evident than the presence 
of men, both at the march and 
the conference. There were few 
of them at the conference itself, 
and by and large they were 
supportive and unobtrusive, but 
they were there, and some of us, 
at least, felt invaded. I asked 
one of the women who organized

turnout to the a disagreement about allowing 


men in but that since a lot of 
working-class and third-world 
women wouldn’t have come to 
an all-woman event they voted 
to permit men to the conference 
and not the march. This struck 
me as odd: a conference, where 
women discuss women’s issues, 
seems far more exclusive by 
nature. than a march, which 
represents a public display of 
solidarity. Further, there’s a 
simple question of practicality: 
you can keep people out of a 
building far more easily than 
you can keep them out of a 
march. 

My uneasiness was intensified

increasingly ripped off. Most of 
them were with the Sparticist 
League, and they suffered no 
diffidence at being in a women’s 
demonstration. They carried 
signs, led chants, and had the 
arrogance to try and sell women 
copies of a magazine purporting 
to explain the women’s 
revolution. They and their 
womenfolk even started chants 
challenging the independent 
women’s movement: “Women 
and men, together united.” One 
of my friends started shouting 
“Male chauvinism exists!” and 
another started my favorite 
chant: “Male chauvinists had 
better start shakin’, Today’ 8 pig 
is vomorrow’s bacon” , which a 
few of us picked up. A few 
minutes later I heard another 
woman shout: “Women march, 
men do day care!” 

in all fairness to the 
organizers of the march, they 
had no control over the presence 
of the Sparticists, but the totally 
diffuse and non-feminist tone of 
the day made the intrusion of 
these men more successful: 
there was little sense of a 
cohesive feminist front to 
counter their effect. A lot of the 
‘women I talked to seemed to 
share my feelings of 
disappointment and irritation, 
but a lot didn’t. Some felt it was 
a good way of educating the men 
and of bringing third-world and 
working-class women into the 
movement. But I’m frightened 
that, in the process of tryin; to 
extend the feminist movement, 
we may destroy it; we have 
worked hard to forge an 
independent women’s 
movement, and I’m terrified of 


having it turn into a ladies 


auxiliary to the male left, 
something that nearly happened 
in the movement’s i i 
and that is a perennial threat. 
Everything that the women at 
the conference said is important, 
of course, and I’m glad that the 
women’s movement is trying to 
deal with the connections 
between sexism and other forms 
of oppression, as well as the 
needs of women not specifically 
involved in the feminist 
movement. And I think it 
tremendously important that we 


’ .joined with the Pewter Pot 


women and connected a 
symbolic celebration of women 
with a direct protest against the 
specific oppression of a specific 
group of women (the waitresses 
are paid $1.15 an hour, have no 
sick pay or hospitalization, and 
are harassed for union activity)

originated in the early part of 
the century as a socialist- and 
working-women’s celebration.

Guide Gadgets 
In the Kitchen 


Ever since “Lyndon Johnson 
started flicking off lights at the 
White House, Americans have 
been encouraged — but 
constantly — to turn off 
switches. Johnson’s fervor for 
conservation, though palpably 
limited, was politely ignored by 
the public until The Energy 
Crisis (which we will recognize 
by its latest -misnomer, The 
Energy Problem). Suddenly we 
became aware of our 
dependence on machines. Just 
as suddenly we cared. Before 
that, who gave a watt? As long 
as machines ran with reasonable 
efficiency and minimal cost we 
were happy with them. But the 
scarcity of fuel and spiralling 
costs have made conser- 


“Machines just aren’t good for 
everything we’ve been using 


them for. They’re okay for 
driving around or flying in, or 
talking or typing on. But there 
are some places they never 
should have been allowed. The 
kitchen, for example, should 
never have been invaded in the 
name of technological advance. 
What follows here is discussion 
and suggestions about the 
purchase of these nasty kitchen 
appliances we hate but have to 
have. More of that anon, after 
I’ve had a moment to say fie on 
machines in the kitchen. 

A mixing bowl and a 
grandmother are worth more in 
the kitchen than two cookbooks 
and a blender. I’ve come to this 
conclusion after long years of 
observation and consideration. 

In the olden days when I was a 
kid I was fascinated by that 
heart of the household, that 
bowel of security, that 
wonderful food factory, the 
kitchen. All kinds of magic went 
on there. Actually, it wasn’t the 
product that I was interested in. 
In those days my taste ranged 
from peanut butter and jelly on 
Wonder bread to canned 
Spaghetti-os. I didn’t care much 
what was brewing. The 
interesting part was how it came 
to be brewing. How, I would 
question my grandmother, do 
you pull that goop out of a bowl 
and turn it into tiny pieces of 
dumplings? Eventually I 
learned some of my old Grams’s 
tricks, measuring by the 
handful, mixing everything 
manually, and memorizing 
ingredients.

much this, how much this,” - 


she’d say in her Hungarian 
English. “You look here... a 
little bit salt. Two fingers and a 
thumb.

Yet deep down somewhere in 
my conscience I know I'd be 
better off without all the 
machines. The old way was 
quite a lot more strenuous, but 
the end product was far better. 
When my grandmother cooked 
no trace of the canned, the 
boxed or the frozen or freeze- 
dried befouled the flavor of her 
foods. 

It occurs to me that of all the 
gadgets I call my own there are 
very few that do the job they’re 
supposed to do. Like most 
people, I’ve learned to expect 
the blender to go amok more 
often than not, along with every 
other electrical kitchen device. I 
expect that most of the gadgets 
will hang on the wall taking up 
space and looking pretty. But 
they are, for the most part, 
rather useless. I know very well 
that my can of sardines will 
somehow have lost its key. My a's 
flip-top tonic cans will cut flesh, — 
but will not open themselves. 


Speaking of opening, this has to gs 
be my forum for complaint sie 


about six-packs. Rarely, but Rae. 
rarely, do those dandy finger ene 
holes work the way they’re 
supposed to. Raw fingers and 
bottles rolling around the 
kitchen floor are most often the 
result of my encounter with 
those handily packaged 
disposable twist open devils. I 
generally forget their bit of a 
spin around the floor by the time 
I pull the finally-separated 
bottles out of the refrigerator. 
Every beer is champagne, for the 
bubbles I get when the bottle is 
finally opened.

O’Leary claims his 
plan is the only one that would 
balance neighborhood 
representation with “a city-wide 
concern.” 

Two years ago O’Leary tried 
to get a similar plan adopted but 
the mayor, not yet in the market 
for school reform, employed a 
series of behind-the-scenes 
tactics to delay and confuse the 
issue until it was too late to get 
the referendum on the ballot. 
“Strong elected leaders,’ 
O'Leary theorizes, “don’t want 
other strong elected leaders 
around raising controversial 
issues.” 

O’Leary says the present at- 
large system turns the school 
committee into “pretty much a 
sons-of-famous-fathers club” 
and not being the son of a 
famous father, he doesn’t care 
too much for that. But neither 
does he think the schools should 
be given over to the mayor 
“because education should not 
be put on a par with sewers and 
street cleaning.”” Under the 
mayor’s plan, he says, all the 
councils and things would 
contain a total of 317 people — 
“each with one 317th of a vote” 
— assuring that the 
administration would be the 
dominant force. “I could have 
added a lot of councils and 


congresses with no real power to <

pages of this publication. Suffice 
it to say most are useless. No 
matter how much one spends on 
wall-fitted jobbies, or idiot- 
oriented electric openers, one 
learns to expect sliced fingers 
and half-cpened cans by the end 
of battle. Don’t depend on 
bandages for your wounds. As 
reliable as can openers, these 
automatic cut-closers have 
directions of their own. The self- 
sticking band-aid does indeed 
stick to anything it comes in 
contact with — and the first 
thing it meets is never your cut. 
You find yourself peeling it off 
the wall, the counter or the 
wrong finger, then finally 
settling for a tissue wrapped 


} around the cut finger with a 


rubber band to hold it together 
— until you can find a second 
person to help you conquer those 
tricky band-aids. 

Actually though, I’m not as 
jaded as I sound. There are 
appliances that are worth both 
the money it takes to buy and 
operate them, and the time it 
takes to load, empty, and clean 
them. With the help of experts 
(like my mother and Consumer 
Reports) I’ve compiled some 
data on the best of the 
commoner kitchen appliances. 
Blenders 


The blender is an easily 
personified little (14 to 16 inches 
tall) squarish thing which a four 
year old friend of mine calls Mr. 
Masher. This Mr. Masher (he? 
it?) can do a great many things 
(crush, mash, squeeze, 
compress, bruise, agitate, 
squash, crumble, and probably 
disintegrate) to almost anything 
edible. 

Which smasher do we choose? 
To begin with, a wide choice of 
speeds is not really necessary for 
a happy marriage of you and 
your own Mr. Masher. It is said 
that the proliferation of knobs, 
buttons or switches on the base 
does little more than create a 
cleaning problem. (A quick look 
at my own multi-speed blender, 


- and the grit and grime 


accumulated between its 


buttons was enough to diseover 
that this is true.) Just be sure 
that the blender you buy has a 
glass container, because they’re 
more sanitary and abrasion 
resistant than plastic ones. 
These models are some of the 


products and vegetable cans. 
Many a scatological phrase has 
been uttered by the person who 
cuts flesh trying to remove lid 
from magnet, lid from newly- 
opened canned goods (when the 
magnet fails to work) or lid from

best buys: the Osterizer 854 
(Oster Corporation, 
Milwaukee), which has 10 
speeds, a 40 ounce capacity, and 
retails for about $30; and the 
Hamilton Beach 688 (Hamilton 
Beach Div., Scovill 
Manufacturing Co., Waterbury, 
Conn.), with 14 speeds, 40 ounce 
capacity, and price tag of $32. 

If you’re determined to spend 
a lot of money the Ronson 44402 


.(Ronson Corporation, 


Woodbridge, N.J.) at $70 is your 
baby. It has a plastic container 
(!) with a 48 ounce capacity, and 
seven speeds, and it’s well above 
average at viscous blending, but 
below. average at liquefying 
solids. The major advantage of 
this model seems to be that it is 
the most suitable of all Mr. 
Mashers for crushing ice without 
a special attachment. But figure 
this one out for yourself. The ice 
crushing attachment for the two 
less expensive models is $17 (for 
the Hamilton Beach) or $18 (fox 
the Osterizer). Now friends, if 
your fingers are still itching to 
attack your purse, and the lovely 
Ronson doesn’t scratch the 
wallet hard enough, then invest 
in the ice-crusher attachment 
for that elegant model. That’ll 
hit you for an extra $20. 


Without further adieu we will 
proceed to can openers. As a 
class, the wall-mounted jobbies 
are slightly easier to use than 
hand-held units. There are, of 
course, some things mother may 
have neglected to tell you about 


those wall-mounted things, 


though, and that’s why we’re 
here. All dear hearts in can-land 
must remember to swing a wall- 
mounted opener back against 
the wall after use, or dismount it 
and put it away. If it’s left 
sticking straight out there on 
your kitchen wall it could prove 
more than a little bit of the old 
painful in a collision. Choose 4 


hand-held model if you don’t 


open a lot of cans, or if your wall 
space is limited. Both kinds of 
openers, by the way, sometimes 
feature magnets which are 
supposed to hold steel lids freed 
by the cutter. Few of these work. 


The only time they maintain a 
_ reliable wisp, Tight 


floor. Dangers, dangers 
everywhere. The microscopic 
metal particles that all can 
openers leave behind are not 
exactly edible, but shouldn’t 
harm you. Try not to eat the 
ones that are large enough to be 
seen by the naked eye, though, 
because they could do damage 
to your innards. 

More dangers. Every opener 
leaves a sharp edged lid, but 


some also produce sharp edges 
on the inner rims of the can. The 


Swing-A-Way 607 (Swing-A- 
Way, Manufacturing Co., St. 
Louis, Mo.) is a nice opener but 
a top offender in this category. It 
sells for $3.50 to $4. 

Three of the. finest wall- 

mounted models are the Rival 
272 (Rival Manufacturing Co., 
Chicago) which sells, with 
magnet, at just under $5, or 
without magnet at just under $4; 
the Swing-A-Way 1509 Delux 
Automatic, which sells for about 
$7.95; and the Cat-O-Mat 
Deluxe DL245S (Rival 
Manufacturing Co.) at about 
$8.20. 
Undoubtedly, the best of all 
best buys is the 39 cent opener 
with a name a lot larger than a 
quarter, a dime and four 
pennies. It’s called EKCO 
881KP Miracle Roll, and it’s 
made by Ekco Housewares Co., 
Franklin Park, Ill. Now, there 
are some of us who just don’t 
have the muscles or the ego to 
make do with this perfectly 
acceptable 39-center. And so — 
with more comfy handles than 
most hand-held models — is the 
Swing-A-Way 407 portable, at. 
$2.29. 


Electric Frying Pans 


For an appliance that does 
nothing special, get yourself an 
electric frying pan. If you 
already have a stove and a frying 
pan, why would you need to 
spend $20 or more to duplicate | 
your ions? Because it’s 
there? What you'll get for the 
inability to ignore any appliance 
that exists is a reasonably 
uniform heating surface. Do you 
have trouble getting your bacon 
or pancakes to cook evenly? (Do 
you eare?) The embedded 
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frying pan — which allows for 


the even-across heating — can 
help you. Two good buys (both 
with non-stick surfaces) are the 
Sunbeam FP610 (Sunbeam 
Corp., Canada, Ltd., Toronto) 
at $33 which boasts a 3% quart 
capacity; and the General 
Electric SK27AVT (General 
Electric Co., Bridgeport, Conn.) 
at $34. (The handles and control 


knob on the latter model grow” 


uncomfortably warm at high 
settings, so if you have no pot 
holders now and you want a 
G.E. pan, start knitting.) The 
Sunbeam F96P (made by 
Sunbeam in Chicago) is another 
fine product. This electric pan 
sells for about $34, and is 
considered the most reliable of 
all, but if you’re terrifically 
impatient this may not be your 
fryer. It heats up more slowly 
than other models. 
Electric Broilers 

How would you like an 
appliance that can spit-roast, 
bake, and broil? Depending on 
your reaction to the how much, 
perhaps you are a candidate for 
ownership of an electric broiler. 
(This is not to encourage your 
buying any additional 
appliances. But’ invention is the 
mother of necessity, and some of 
us just have to buy it because 
it’s there. The worst deficiency 
of any appliance these days — 
besides the fact that your 


‘grandmother probably wouldn’t 


approve — is the fact that all use 
energy as in fuel that has 
become precious lately.) 

If you must... 
good electric broiler buys, one 
fancy, one not: the Hoover 
B1501 (the Hoover Co., North 
Canton, Ohio) sells for about 
$48; and the Black Angus 71107 
(Black Angus, Inc.) which costs 
$97.- It is possible to endanger 
your beauty, or at least your 
comfort with these things. Some 
electric broilers have a pan 
handle which is held in place 
with a single screw, which could 
easily loosen, allow the pan to 
swivel, and dump sizzling food 
and hot grease on the floor, 
yourself, or a friend. Not much 
fun. An offender in the lousey- 
handle category is the 
Toastmaster 5231 (Toastmaster 
Div., McGraw Edison Co.) 
which is a fine broiler on all 
other counts. 

Toaster Ovens 

Another convenient piece of 
equipment — if you have the 
space — is a toaster oven. It’s 
more expensive than a two-slice 
toaster, but also a heck of a lot 
more versatile. These things can 
cook frozen foods, but are 
usually not large enough to 
accommodate normal-sized TV 
dinners. The toaster oven bakes 
cookies, biscuits and rolls, as 
well as potatoes, and it toasts 
sandwiches. Recommended 
ovens include’ the General 
Electric T93B at $36, the Wards 
Signature Cat. No. 45249 (by 
Montgomery Ward, you know) 
which costs $27 plus shipping, 
and the Proctor Silex 22221 
(Proctor Silex Inc.) at $31. The 
latter two recommended ovens 
heat up faster than the G.E. 
product, but tend to burn the 
outside of foods, leaving the 
inside under-done. 

Trasn Compacters 


On to smaller and smellier 
things. Trash compacters. They 
compress trash to one-quarter of. 
its previous volume, so instead 
of occupying three 20-gallon’ 
cans, twenty pounds of trash can. 
be reduced to a disposable bag 
about one and a half cubic feet, 
about 11.2 gallons. There 
doesn’t seem to be any good 
economic reason for city and 
town dwellers to invest in one of 
these things — unless, for some 
reason, local garbage collection 
ceased for a long period of time. 
Again, if you must, a fine one is 
Kitchenmaid KSC 100 (the 
Hobart Manufacturing Co.) 
which sells for about $270. 

Meat Thermometers 

One final word of aavice will 

be about the heat of meat. 


here are two 


Reasonable accuracy is the chief 
requirement of a good meat 
thermometer. Accurate to 
within five degrees are the 
following: the Taylor 5939 Dial 
Meat Thermometer (Taylor 
Instrument Consumer Product 
Div., Sybron Corp., Arden, 
N.C.) which sells for just under 
$4; and the Tel-Tru RM36 Meat- 
Poultry thermometer (Tel-Tru 
Manufacturing Co., Rochester, 
N.Y.) which also sells for about 
$4. 


There are many inexpensive 
cooking aids on the market that 
are worthwile, but most aren’t 
gadgets. Disposable broiling 
pans and cooking bags (for 
meats or poultry), as well as 
paper towels and napkins top 
that list. Still, the old kitchen 
reliables work better than their 
modern replacements. Teflon 
coating invariably chips, and 


_ food sticks to it (unless, I am 


told, you want to invest in a 
spray non-stick product like 
Pam). Gadgets that grind, shred 
or chop are more trouble to load 
and hold together than grinding, 
shredding and chopping with old 
fashioned hand-powered 
standbys. Imported meat 
hammers are usually pleasant to 
look at, and lovely to have 
around — until you’re slamming 
away at some veal and the head 
flies away across the kitchen, 
leaving you holding the handle. 


Faucets and Such 


Faucets — and every sort of 
sink part — and ice trays are 
often too disgustingly unworthy 
of the words needed to complain 
about them. We all have our 
own little personal wars with 
these... things. They fall apart, 
or refuse to work even nearly 
properly, but we can learn to 
deal with them. We have to. It’s 
the handy-dandy gadget to solve 


a specific small problem that 
‘causes most of the screams of 


dismay from the kitchen. Other 
than cheap potato peelers and 


39 cent can openers, it behooves 


us to stay away from them. 

have better reason than ever for 
cooking natural-like-Grandma- 
did. I don’t mean to suggest that 
we turn off our refrigerators or 
cook over open fires. But we 
have to realize that each kitchen 
gadget is more of an expense 
than the original outlay. 
Operating costs have to be 
considered too, and after all 
considerations you may just 
decide to do without certain 
electrical devices. A list of some 
basic, and sqme rather frivolous 
kitchen appliances follow. 
(Keep in mind that the cost of 
one kilowatt hour in a New 
England home was 2.9 cents 
back in 1972, and it is expected 
to go up by 20 percent this year.)

Some 
gadgets do save time, others 
waste time and money. In 
choosing the ones essential to 
your kitchen my advice is not to 
believe a gadget or machine does 

ing it is supposed to do. If

buy it. Otherwise, save your 
and TV dinners.

The January plan lists all 
4000 housing units — the 1000 
renovation project units and the 
3000 of mixed-income units — in 
terms of income for “an average 
family of four.” Its moderate 
income apartments have no 
specific rent levels. None of this 
does much to discourage fearful 
visions of a middle-class 


‘invasion at Columbia Point. 


“What we could have,” says 
Lou Finfer, a DCAC director, “‘is 
a sneaky Park Plaza.” 


Andy Olins can get quickly 
indignant over such criticisms of 
the plan he’s largely credited 
with selling to Kevin White. He 
feels, with some justification, 
that community groups can be 
overly suspicious of City Hall, 
something that hinders 
planning. As a man coordinating 
a second-generation renewal 
project, he’s very much a second- 
generation planner. Young, 
bearded, his desk strewn with 
community newspapers, Olins is 
well aware of past renewal 
failures. With a master’s degree 
in city planning, he fits well into 
the staff of a Mayor very 
concerned with the image of a 
progressive city management. 
Civic groups and private 
planners credit Olins with a 
minor miracle in bringing white 
and black Dorchester together in 
the revitalization task force. His 
pressure on John Hancock Co., 
owner of Bayside Mall, 
prevented Hancock from 
turning the hub of the new town 
into a factory. 

Olins readily admits that the 
“specifics” of revitalization — 


_like housing figures — are not in 


the plan, He points out, 
however, a strong commitment 
he’s got from MHFA, the state 
agency with perhaps the best 
recent track record in. the 
country in completing succesful 
mixed-income housing. 

Olins resents the charges of 
delay, and it’s unrealistic to cast 
City Hall in the role of miracle 
worker, even if the Mayor tends 
to act like one. The Nixon 
Administration’s abandoning of 
public housing severely restricts 
its renovation. 


“This project is the opposite- 


of Park Plaza,”’ says Olins. 
“There the plans were all drawn 
up before the community was 
asked what it thought. Here the 
community will be involved at 
every step.” 

That claim 
certain criticisms of 
revitalization thus far cannot be 
dismissed. Like that of Bernie 
Sneed, miffed over what he 
considers renewed inattention 
from City Hall. ““They put the 
name Columbia Point on the 
plan. The least they could do is 
call us about it once in while.” 
Sneed says he hasn’t heard from 
Olins in two months. 

Some criticism seems 
especially justified, like that of 
Jan Wampler, an architect and 
MIT professor who’s been 
involved in small-scale 
revitalization at Columbia Point 
for six years. Wampler is now 
involved there in one of nation’s 
most ambitious fix-up programs 
for public housing: 110 
Monticello Road. That building, 
an empty, vandalized seven- 
story rectangle, is to be 
renovated by Wampler with 
$350,000 in federal funds he 
painstaking obtained after two 
years of work with the project 
residents. The plan, which will 
enlarge apartments, increase 
natural surveillance of the 
building and incorporate day 
care and youth centers, was 
cited for innovation by 
Progressive Architecture. 

Wampler has never been 
consulted during the. Mayor’s 
revitalization planning. In fact, 
the January plan calls for the 
demolition of 110 Monticello, 
says Wampler. 

“They say that whole plan 
‘was-~based.on community- 
participation,” says Wampler 


‘‘How much could the 
community have been involved 
if the plan calls for tearing down 
something the community 
worked on for two years.” 

Thelma Peters of Columbia 
Point APAC, who speaks highly 
of Wampler, warns: “Without 
talking to the community — and 
they haven’t done it enough yet 
— they’ll make the same 
mistakes over again.” 

Wampler’s cost figures for 110 
Monticello cast doubt on the $25 
million renovation figure central 
to the January plan. Extending 
his estimates to all 1000 units in 
the revitalization plan indicates 
at least a $50 million cost — 
which could prove prohibitive. 

Wampler reflects the worst 
fears of Columbia Point when he 
says: “In order to attract a 
developer, they’ll have to move 
the poor out of Columbia 
Point.” 

Such statements are probably 
hyperbole: public outcry would 
be too great for renewed ‘‘Negro 
removal.” Nonetheless, private 
finance seems far from eager to 
jump into Columbia Point. 

The real estate management 
firm of Ryan & Elliot, which 
handles Bayside Mall for John 
Hancock, tried 
unsuccessfully for months to 
interest a supermarket in 
opening there — despite the 
seeming assured patronage from 
the 5000 Columbia Point 
residents. The city, says Ryan 
Elliot, would have to make a 
strong commitment to 
improving security in the area 
before a market would open. 
Such a market, remember, is the 
barest of beginnings for the 
dream described by the Mayor 
in January. A Ryan Elliot vice- 
president says that “Hancock 
would sell the mall in a minute.” 
Hardly the talk of someone 
sensing the beginnings of a boom 
town. 

Current revitalization plans 
are unconvincing to Ryan & 
Elliot (the head of the firm, by 
the way, John Ryan, is the 
former head of MHFA). “That 
borchure is totally conceptual,” 
says the vice-president. “No 
financial institution would 
review it. What you need there is 
a Mort Zuckerman (Park Plaza 
developer).” 

With both community groups 
and private finance comparing 
the revitalization to Park Plaza, 
is the city making a Park Plaza- 
style push at Columbia Point? 
Apparently not. The vast 
resources and manpower 
mobilized in the Redevelopment 
Authority for the Plaza seems 
nowhere in evidence for 
Columbia Point. Andy Olins is 
in charge and virtually the only 
one working on the plan, one of 
dozens of responsibilities he has. 

“T’m not sure I believe,” says 
Lou Finfer of DCAC,” that the 
city will make a real 
commitment to this kind of 
project. Sometimes I think it’s 
just something to keep people 
busy.” 

It is late afternoon on 
Columbia Point, the time of day 
that visitors begin to get anxious 
to leave. Children line up behind 
an old mail truck for pizza and 
soda. A few basketballs dodge 
broken glass. It’s pretty difficult 
to connect the pictures painted 
by City Hall with the view from 
the dirty beach. 

Until recently, those plans 
were a bit easier to visualize. An 
architect’s model of the 
revitalization graced City Hall 
plaza, looking attractive to 
visitors on their way to the 
Mayor’s office. Today that 
model, according to a city 


planner, has been dismantled. 


Such things do little to dispel 
the fears that plans for 
Columbia Point are more than 
half-baked pie in the sky. We 
can only hope that City Hall, 
which so recently remembered 
Columbig,Point, will not again 
forget it.

way, the Middlesex Club 
handed out a list of head table 
guests, among them Silvio 
Conte, Peggy Heckler, Paul 
Cronin, and Ed Brooke — the 
entire state Republican 
Congressional delegation. 
Cronin, the most conservative of 
the group, showed up. The other 
three sént generally 
unconvincing telegrams which 
explained, perfunctorily, that 
they were sorry to have to pass 
up the honor of dining with 
Jerry. “They’re at a special 
meeting of the Joint Committee 
on Hangnails,” a local political 
commentator snorted while the 
excuses were being read from the 
podium. Brooke’s name, when it 
was mentioned, was booed. 


The real disunity didn’t 


another unspoken word. 

It. was clear to the spectators 
— and perhaps even clear to the 
Republicans themselves — that 
party unity had disappeared. 
Although the crowd in the 
Constitution Room of the 
Sheraton Boston could not hear 
the demonstrators outside who 
sang “Solidarity Forever” to an 
audience of Tactical Patrolmen 
and Sheraton security men, they 
could see for themselves that all 
was not well. By the time Ford 
finished the evening by 
mangling Paul Revere’s most 
famous lines (Which came out 
“one if by day and two if by 
night’’), it was clear that he had 
failed in his mission. He had not 
sown the seeds of Republican 
unity in the Commonwealth,

surface until His Excellency, 
Francis W. Sargent, announced 
the greetings of the 
Commonwealth. Sargent was 
roundly booed by a segment of 
the audience when he stood up 
to speak, and even more loudly 
heckled when he mentioned the 
dirtiest of dirty words — 
Watergate — and called on Ford 
to lead the party out from under 


the cloud. The first razzing | 


seemed to come from 
conservatives, mostly the kind 
of people who will probably 
support Carroll Sheehan’s 
attempt to deprive Sargent of 
the nomination. The second 
wave of boos was more general; 
Republicans may be willing to 
admit that Watergate exists, 
but they don’t like to be 
reminded of it. 

If the boos for the party elders 
weren’t enough, the Club 
members could bask in the 
humor of Washington lawyer 
Charles Morin, who told jokes 
about Leon Jaworski (‘“The 
Special Persecutor in 
Washington — I hear he’s 
coming up to Harvard Square to 
form a streaking club with 
George Frazier’’), prostitution, 
and the Republican party in 
general. Morin, in case it has 
slipped your mind, made his 
first big impression on the 
public consciousness in his days 
as law partner to Charles 
Colson, another famous local 
Republican. 


Somewhere after the greetings 


from Cardinal Medeiros — who 
couldn’t be there, unfortunately 
— it became apparent that one 
word was unlikely to pop up in 
the course of the evening; the 
last name of the Party’s 
President and putative leader 
was curiously absent as speaker 
after speaker droned on. When 
Ford, while cataloguing the 
accomplishments’ of the 
government, referred once to 
“the Nixon Administration,” it 
was almost as if the word had 
slipped ‘out accidently. Ford’s 
battle cry of the day was unity; 
his answer to Watergate was a 


complete investigation, in 


accordance with the 
Constitution — even, it seemed, 
if that led to impeachment — 


merely learned the extent of the 
party’s disarray. He had not put 
to rest any fears on the part of 
the rank and file that their 
President might be a crook, or 
that he might be impeached. He 
had not convincingly 
demonstrated his own ability to 
function as President. He had 
not, at least for the record, come 
to terms with his own very good 
chance of becoming President in 
the next few months, and thus 
seemed unconvincing when he 
told his press conference that he 
could not foresee any 
circumstances under which he 
would run for President in 1976. 
He had demonstrated his own 
integrity and party loyalty, but 
little else, while the party in 
Massachusetts showed him its 
inability to put together a group 
of party stalwarts willing to 
observe even a minimal degree 
of civility toward their own 
governor. The evening, in short, 
was a disaster. 


Enter Rocky 

Enter Nelson Rockefeller, 
stage center. The former 
Governor of New York, complete 
with broad grin and “How are 
yuh, fella?’’, spoke on 
Wednesday to the Key Club of 
the Republican Finance 
Committee, a group of people 
who pay $500 to have lunch with 
people like Nelson Rockefeller. 
Once again, the setting was the 
Harvard Club. Once again, 
party unity was the big topic. 
Once again, local Republican 
bigwigs were looking over a man 
who might be their standard 
bearer in "76 — or at least a 
father figure in the intérim. 

Nelson Rockefeller does not 
have Gerald Ford’s easy 
sincerity. It would be hard, 
partly because he is so 
unassuming, so incompletely 
informed, to believe that Gerald 
Ford would attempt to 
perpetrate a falsehood. 
Rockefeller, after a career in 
business and politics, does not 
exude sincerity. He has learned 
to evade hard questions in a 
manner which Ford has not. He 
is free to hang loose on 
Watergate, which Ford’s 
position forbids him to do. 


Rockefeller carried the same 
tune on Watergate and 
Presidential culpability which 
he has stuck to these past few 
weeks. Let the proper 
constitutional avenues be 
followed, he said, and the truth 
will out. The President is 


innocent until proven guilty ' 


said. Unlike Ford, he did not 
have to declare his personal 
belief in the President’s 
integrity. 

“Constitutional means,” he 


’ said. “The constitution provides 


means.’’ ‘‘There are 
Constitutional questions,” he 
would say, whenever a reporter 
tried to pin him down on his 
personal thoughts about the 
President’s guilt, his ability to 
lead the party, or his ability to 
govern the nation. Wrapped 
tightly in the blanket of the 
Constitution, Rockefeller was 
able to avoid outright treason to 
his party and his President 
without displaying outright 
loyalty to them either. 

Unlike Ford who sgid he is 


“absolutely” not a candidate for 


16, Rockefeller is simply not a 
candidate now. He makes no 
bones about the fact that he 
might become one. Time will 
have run out for Nelson 
Rockefeller after 1976 — if it 
hasn’t already — and he has no 
intention of muffing his last big 
chance. 

The Republicans whom 


Gerald Ford addressed on 


Monday were an elite group, 
many of them politically 
prominent and powerful. The 
Republicans whom Nelson 
Rockefeller addressed on 
Wednesday were a different elite 
— the financial power behind 
the party. They liked what they 
heard. Despite What Happened 


‘Monday, they seemed — to an 


observer watching them through 
the glass panels of the closed 
doors of their meeting room — to 
believe Rockefeller’s message of 


party unity and health — the ~ 


same message which Ford had 
failed to deliver. Nelson 
Rockefeller made some friends 
in Boston last week. 

Although, with the exception 
of a manic speech from an 
interloper from the National 
Caucus of Labor Committees (Is 
that A.F.L.-C.1.0.?”, Rocky 
quipped.) his news conference 
after the speech was a non- 
event, Rocky did manage to 
present himself to the press as 
amiable, liberal, and, 
presumably qualified. In answer 
to the question of whether 
Watergate could have happened 
in a Rockefeller administration, 
he humbly answered “‘It’s hard 
to conceive of that.” In answer 
to a’ question on amnesty, he 
managed to conjure up 
Abraham Lincoln and suggest 
that the Great Emancipator’s 


,humanitarian instincts on the 


subject were close to his own. 
Nobody asked him about Attica; 
he would have evaded the 
question. He said nothing 
especially newsworthy, but he 
attracted enough press to ensure 
mentions in the papers and on 
the tube. Like a good politician, 


he had succeeded ine 


manipulating the media. 
Politics, like nature, abhors a 
vacuum, so even as Richard 
Nixon agonizes: over his future, 
his party is looking for a new 
man for his job and a new 
standard bearer for the future; if 
Gerald Ford is as unable and 
unwilling to fill the bill as he 
seemed last week, perhaps 
Rocky will do. If not Rocky, then 
someone else. Clearly the party 
cannot continue in the 
abundant disorder which so 
clearly exists, the Vice- 
President’s pronunciamenti to 
the contrary. The system is self- 
correcting, or should be.

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Feathers Fly This Puerto Rican Sport

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico — 
You can’t stand in one place too 
long in San Juan; if you do 
someone will come along and 
build a condominium on your 
head. That’s how they get you 
down here, if they don’t get you 
with Don Q — that’s 151 proof 
Don Q— rum. And if the Don Q 
doesn’t get you, a drink called 
the pina colada will. They don’t 
tell you not to drink the water in 
Puerto Rico, because they’re too 
busy using it to make the ice for 
your drinks. 

Despite what the -turista 
would have you believe, though, 
drinking is not the national 
pastime on this lush isle. Sports 
of all kinds are taking over in 
Puerto Rico, from the slick 
blackjack games at hotels like 
the E] San Juan and Helio Isla, 
to the golf courses springing up 
all over the island faster than, 
well the condominiums. At San 


- Juan’s Racquet Club, it costs 


$1000 yearly to be a tennis 
member. Even football is 
beginning to catch on here; 
youth leagues can now be found 
on many age levels, and last fall 
it was anuncio importante when 
a local high school, 
Commonwealth, defeated a 
team from Miami, 13-0. 

A couple-of weeks ago, the San 
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Juan Star was filled each day 
with stories from the 12th 
Central American and 
Caribbean Games, the Olympics 
for Puerto Rico and her sister 
nations. Island inhabitants 
followed with vigorous interest 
reports of 15-year old Diane 
McSwain’s swimming exploits 
(she finished with four medals), 
and the performance of Puerto 
Rico’s national baseball team, 
which by midweek was in a first 
place tie with a 4-1 record. 

But in Puerto Rico, as 
elsewhere, there are sports and 
then there are, well, sports. : 

_Off Highway 181 in San Juan 
is staged another of the curious 
events which we must place 


-under the general heading of 


“sport.”” Down the street from a 
Holiday Inn and Carrol’s 
hamburger stand, snuggled 
amongst a jungle of glittery new 
condominiums, stands the 
Coliseo Isla Verde. Like most of 
the more recently constructed 
edifices on the island, the 
Coliseo can only be described 
architecturally as Early Pillbox 


Pile. 


Bookmarking the words 
“Coliseo Isla Verde” over the 
building’s main entrance are 


two miniature replicas of the 
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flag of Puerto Rico. Silhouetted 
against each flag is the frame of 
a rooster. The roosters call this 
place home. The Coliseo Isla 


Verde is the Madison Square. 


Garden of cockfighting in Puerto 
Rico. Sam Silverman, the 
Boston boxing impresario with 
the touch of class, would blanch 
at the ticket prices for a 
midweek cockfight: $10 for 
ringside, $6 for box seats, and $4 
for what are referred to here as 
“preferences.” 

Inside is a toy amphitheatre, 
with perhaps 300 seats pitched 
drastically towards floor level, 
and looking down at a circular, 
creen-carpeted ring that is no 
more than 25 feet in diameter. 
The ring is bounded by cushions 


_ of black leather, which proved to 


be excellent for pounding fists 
and stamping feet once the 
fights began and the betting 
among patrons exploded. 


Eye Contact 


There is no official betting at 
a cockfight. All wagers are made 
by spectators, 
animated yelling across the ring, 
or by silent eye contact. 
Considering the method of the 
bet, there is relatively little 
controversy after the fight; 
either people at cockfights are 
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extremely honorable, or they 
have excellent memories. 
Considering the nature of the 
spectacle, it is probably the 

The roosters themselves don’t 


do much of anything before their 


fight except sit in glass-fronted 
cages and look down as their 
fellows beat each other bloody. 


Right before it is time for two. 
birds to go at each other, they 


are taken into little stalls by 
their owner/ managers, where 
they are outfitted with spurs. 
Their legs are shaved, resin is 
applied, the spurs are put in 
place, and then secured with 
tape. It is.sometimes hard for 
the man putting the spurs on, 
because the birds’ legs are 
shaking so much with fear. The 
faces of the owners remain 
expressionless, uncaring through 
it all; theirs are the faces of 
pimps. 

Full of Fear 


When it is time for the fight to 
begin, the birds’ cages are 
moved across the ceiling by 
pulley, and then lowered into 
the ring (boxing promoters 
might consider this). The cocks 
are then placed in cloth bags, 
and weighed; they must be of 
the same weight, exactly. While 


this is going on, a little man 
comes into the ring carrying one 


of those little chalkboards they. 


use in the movies, the ones that 
say, “Scene Three, Take 25.” 
On it is written something like 
““Medini vs. Tomasini, Peso 3-8 
(weight three pounds, eight 
ounces), Posto $50 (how much 
the fight is worth).” The posto is 
established before the fight, 
between the two owners; 
afterward, the loser simply pays 
the winner. 


The owners pick up their their birds — 


and approach each other to 
begin the fight. They have the 
birds encounter each other, 
briefly, then set them down and 
let them have at each other in 
one of sport’s uglier aberrations. 
Cockfighting has the esthetic 
appeal of an automobile 
accident. 

“Let’s root for them to run out 
of the ring and attack their 
managers,” said one of our 
female companions, heading for 
the ladies’: room. It would not 
have been a bad idea, for a 
cockfight, if anything, is the 
Animal Farm of games people 


play. 


The cocks themselves look 
somewhat bemused at being the 
center of such violent attentions. 
Colored as splendidly as a 
snatch of Puerto Rican sun 
filtering through a piece of glass, 
the two participants often take 
some time to get things started, 
much to the vocal chagrin of the 
bettors. Once they do begin, it is 
all a fluttering of wings, pecks of 
the beak, a step on a wing if one 
of them gets the chance. 
Feathers and blood fly about the 
ring as if two children were 
having a pillow fight, and the 
pillows were also filled with 
ketchup. The ring is not cleared 
of the feathers or the blood 
between fights; the effect added 
is the proper one. 

Points are awarded in much 
the same way as a boxing match, 

except that for a knockout to 
happen here one of the cocks 
must stay on the ground for a 
full minute. There are no 
neutral corners in a cockfight. 
While one bird is on the ground, 
the other gets to commit his best 
mayhem yet. The spurs are 
particularly effective here. 

A fight takes a maximum of 
20 minutes. If the birds are still 
fighting at the end of 20 
minutes, a draw is declared, and 
no dinero is exchanged. We 
didn’t witness any draws on our 
visit, but one must assume that 

_a@ draw would not rank right up 
there with patrons like an out- 
and-out killing would, 

Once the fight is over, the 
owners quickly rush in. Each 
picks up the other’s bird. They 
casually inspect the damage, 
then give the birds back. A large 
piece of paper towel is placed 
over the birds’ heads, and they 
disappear down the runway. 

On our way out of the Coliseo 
Isla Verde — out of the smoke, 


— | made a necessary stop in the 
men’s room. As I stood reading 
some great Puerto Riean 
graffitti, I suddenly glanced 
down into a large wastebasket 
nearby. There, looking up a. 
little mournfully at me, was one 
of the fighting cocks.

several of the newer players on 
the Bruins, O’Reilly included, 
and it is certainly probable that 
Guidolin shares in the feeling. 
(On the other hand, the Orrs, 
the Espositos, the Cashmans 
and the Hodges, the guys who 
have been through the wars with 
Sanderson are more inclined to 
judge him on his merits on the 
ice and not by his bank book.) 

When the Bruins officially 
informed Sanderson of the 
suspension, there were two 
incremental fines — $1000 for 
missing the plane and $1000 for 
“creating a disturbance’’, i.e., 
the fight. The second fine was 
shortly rescinded. Sinden, 
admitting that he had acted in 
haste, acknowledged that after 
fully investigating the facts he 
had concluded that O’Reilly was 
at least as much to blame as 
Derek. 

Why weren’t the facts fully 
investigated before Sanderson 
was suspended and fined? More 
to the point, though, both 
Sinden and Guidolin now 
conténd that Sanderson was 
never fined for the fight, that the 
sole issue was his failure to get 
on the airplane. This achieves a 
special significance only because 
Guidolin now insists that there 
was never any personality 
conflict with Sanderson, which 
remains a moot point, but on the 
other issue — the initial fine — 
both the coach afd the 
Managing Director have 
established themselves as stone 
liars. (For his part, still in 
California, Sanderson was 
hardly in a position to deny that 
he had missed the plane.) 


“I don’t know what’s going to 
happen now,” said Woolf. “I’m 
just trying to work out 
something that’s best for all 
concerned. Right now I feel like 
I’m dealing with a marriage 
that’s gone sour, and I’m not 
sure that reconciliation is 
necessarily the right course of 
action. But the Bruins are just 
as confused. They acted in haste 
and they’re not sure what they 
want right now.” 

“There’s no question about 
Guidolin and Sanderson not 
getting along, but it all really 
came to a head the past few 
weeks. Things had been going so 
well before. Last year Derek 
made a tremendous financial 
sacrifice to come back to Boston 
because he loves this town and 
he loves the Bruins organization. 
Everything was OK last year, 
‘and then this season after he 
came back from his back injury 
Derek was playing the best 
hockey of his life until he broke 
his foot. Then he was out for a 
‘month and they were winning 
without him. If they’d been 
losing it would have been an 
entirely different story, but they 
did well while he was gone, and I 
can’t help but feel that this 
made Guidolin decide that he 
was expendable. 

“Then, after just a month he 
was back and playing. Imagine, 
after breaking his foot he came 
back in a month. I don’t 
understand how people could be 
complaining about his not 
practicing when he came back in 
such a short time, in shape to 
play. ” 

Woolf concedes that the 
media hardly enhanced 
Sanderson’s position in the eyes 
of the Bruins management. For 
some reason best known to 
themselves, a number of local 
reporters had taken to building a 
groundswell anti-Sanderson 
movement in Boston, and there 
were at least a couple of columns 
written which virtually insisted 
that the Bruins dump 
Sanderson. How much pressure 
Sinden felt is open to question, 
but there is no doubt that the 
suspension has been greeted in 


unrestrained glee. 


Woolf met with Sinden and 
Bruins President Westy Adams 
on Thursday, and among other 
concessions, obtained 
permission to negotiate with 
other NHL teams. “The fact 
that the trading deadline is past 
doesn’t mean you can’t make a 
trade,”’ says Woolf. “It just 
means he couldn’t play for the 
other team this year.” (Should 
Woolf be able to make a deal 
with another team it would be 
contingent on the Bruins’ 
acceptance of the conditions — 
which would undoubtedly come 
in the form of a “player to be 
named later” or “undisclosed 
future considerations.”’) 

“In a way it could be a 
blessing,” says Woolf. “I’ve 
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never been in a position to 
negotiate with other NHL 
teams. Last year when Derek 
was a free agent, the league 
claimed he was still the property 
of the Bruins. They sent every 
other team a telegram ordering 
them not to talk to me. I’ve also 
heard from Bill DeWitt, the 
President of the Cincinnati team 
in the WHA. Wouldn’t that be 
the perfect irony?” He laughed. 
“We could do it, too. Derek’s 
contract with the Bruins is up 
this year.” 

“Right now I’ve agreed to a 
cooling-off period. Harry and I 
are meeting again next week. 
They’ve taken my appeal that 
the suspension be shortened 
under advisement. What 
happens then? A lot of that will 
depend on what I hear from 
other teams.” 


If the Bruins’ 


remains adamant — and in light 
of the rift between Sanderson 
and Guidolin, it is difficult to 
conceive of a reconciliation — 
Woolf could appeal the 
suspension all the way to 
Clarence Campbell, who is 
scarcely enamored of Sanderson 
himself. “But I’m not sure that’s 
the right thing to do. I think 
we'd have an excellent case, but 
as I said before, it’s like dealing 
with a marriage on the rocks. If 
the Bruins don’t want Derek, I 
don’t think the solution is to 
have the Commissioner order 
them to take him back. What do 
you do?:’ He shrugged. 

I’m not sure myself. As 
Norman Mailer once said about 
a bad wife, ““You can’t live with 
her. But you can’t live without 
her.” 

I can’t even skate, but I’ll tell 
you one thing. I’d rather coach 
Derek Sanderson than play for 
Bep Guidolin. 
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Marcus Foster: Forgotten Target the S.L.A.

She has just finished a 
book on California’s juvenile 
justice system and is 
investigating the background of 
the assassination of Marcus 
Foster.) 


OAKLAND, California — 
Many people in Oakland’s black 
community don’t feel Marcus 
Foster was assassinated by the 
same people who kidnapped 
Patty Hearst. At first glance, 
there is no similarity between 
theevents. 

Were it not for the real-life 
agony of the act, the kidnapping 
might have come out of 
Hollywood. Black street 
revolutionaries with their 
Berkeley-bred counterparts, the 
grief-shrouded plush family seat 
of the Hearst newspaper 
dynasty, the grim street scenes 


scrambling for free food — 
scenes from Citizen Kane, State 
of Siege, nostalgia films of the 
depression. Despite the initial 
shock, these are images people 
understand. 

Not so the killing of Marcus 
Foster — the obscure bureaucrat 
in a city the rest of the nation 


Black Panther Party and the 
two-time Series winning A’s. In 
the words of a national network 
reporter covering the scene 
outside the Hearst mansion, 
‘Marcus Foster, who’s he?” 
Oakland, on the other hand, 
remembers — and fears. In this 
city, where over 65 per cent of 
the school children are black — 
the district stopped taking count 
a few years ago — the Foster 


of thousands of people . 


knows only as the home of the - 


assassination continues to stir 
incredulity and concern. 
Security guards now flank the 
school administration building, 
and “everything the district was 
doing,’’ according to one 
teacher’s union official, “has 
come to a stop.” Interviews with 
a wide spectrum of people in 
Oakland’s black community 
show a range of emotions — and 
suspicions — over the Foster 
killing. As one parent active in 
school affairs put it, “Most 
people keep saying ‘Why in the 
world would they want to kill 
him?’ They don’t feel he was 
doing so great of a job, but why 
would it be they would want to 
kill him?” 

‘These people share a 
conviction that Foster was a 
particular target of particular 
power interests for particular 
reasons, only vaguely 
understood, and not the reasons 
given by the SLA. 


“T think he was killed by white. 
right wing. I think he was killed: 


by people with money and 
power, and I think he was 
because when Dr. Foster came 
to Oakland, he was sent here to 
keep the black folks quiet. And 
he was not doing what he was 
sent here to do.” This according 
to Darlene Lawson, leader of the 
most vocal community group 


around the schools, and a. 
‘mother of five with, until . 


recently, an income of $385 a 
month. 

Oakland’s black community 
find it hard to link the SLA or 
any: left wing group to Foster’s 
death. “Foster wasn’t killed for 


the same thing Patty Hearst was 


kidnapped for,’’ said one 
neighborhood activist who asked 


that her name not be used. “It 


head on a chopping block about 
that. A lot of people don’t think 


Foster got killed by no 
‘Symbionese.” 


Suspicions were first aroused 
by the technical details of the 
Foster killing. According to the 
early press accounts — which 
Oakland residents followed like 
detectives — Foster and his 
deputy superintendent Robert 
Blackburn, a white, were 
attacked from behind and shot, 
seconds apart. Foster was shot 
first in the back, with bullets 
filled with cyanide-from a .38 
caliber gun. Then he was shot 
point biank in the chest, as he 
lay face up on the ground. 
Blackburn was shot with pellets 
from a double-o shot gun, 
entering his side (he had turned 
towards Foster as the initial 
shots rang out.) The pellets 
entered his arm, ruptured his 
kidneys and liver, and 
completely destroyed his spleen. 
But he managed to lift himself 
off the ground and go for help. 
Foster died instantly from the 
trauma of the wounds. 
Blackburn survived. 


Blackburn was condemned as 
a CIA agent in the SLA 
communique and continues to 
fear for his life. If the SLA 
named him as an enemy, people 
ask, why hadn’t the assassins 
seen. to it that he was killed? 
Why hadn’t they used cyanide 
bullets against him? Foster had 
been opposed because he was 
ready to test out, on a pilot 
scale, a system of police 
surveillance in the Berkeley- 


Oakland schools — where the. 


communique stated the 
liberation struggle of black, 
Chicano, Asian and conscious 
white youth was particularly 


charged, has signed his name to 
a proposal submitted to the 
state for Safe Streets Act funds 
to put “political police units” in 
the schools, issue ID cards to 
students, and pool all 
information gleaned on students 
into a centralized computer 
manned by the FBI. 


The SLA communique did 


pinpoint a real issue in Oakland 
— one that had aroused the 


strongest opposition to_the 
school administration since 


Foster’s arrival. At its center 
was a proposal submitted by 
Foster and the School Board in 
September to the California 
Council on Criminal Justice (the 
CCCJ) requesting money to hire 
armed security guards, and 
place what they called “‘control 
personnel”’ in. seven target 


schools, where records on all 


students would be monitored by 
the CCCJ, and all offenses by 
students (including truancy) 
would be reported to the 
Oakland police. 


In the piecemeal unfolding of 


rumor, speculation and fact 
around the SLA in recent weeks, 
one piece of evidence has 
emerged -that undermines the 
whole SLA line. Two San 
Francisco reporters quoted left 
sources, who claimed to have 
been close to the SLA, as saying 
that Foster was chosen as a 
target for assassination in the 
summer, well before the 
proposal to fund police in the 


schools had even been made. 


One of the two reporters quoted 

his sources further as saying that 

a contract to kill Foster had 

actually been offered to various 

left groups during the summer, 

- the groups had tumed it 
own. 


The timing, if a is 


‘important because it pre-dates 
by over one month any public 
mention of Foster’s proposal on 
police. That proposal was 
presented to the School Board 
for approval on September 4 — 
still technically during the 
summer holidays when there 
was very little community 
attention on the schools. Even 
then it received no detailed 
coverage by the press until 
September 12, and then only in 
a small suburban weekly, the 
Montclarion. 
If these sources are correct, 
they suggest that Foster was the 
target of a contract, and that the 
police-on-campus issue was not 
the real reason behind his death 
at all. 
' Long before this report 
appeared, however, many in 
Oakland found it hard to see 
why Foster should have been 
targeted for death. Hardly a 
figure viewed as an “enemy of 
the people’’, he was — for all his 
ambivalence as an 
administrator — well liked in 
the black community. Under his 
administration, critics like Vera 
Silverman point out, parents’ 
involvement in the schools had 
actually increased — which in 
turn had led to a substantial rise 
in the number of black teachers, 
counselors and principals in the 
Oakland schools. 

Two weeks after Dr. Foster’s 
assassination, the School Board 
dropped the police proposal, 
telling some reporters that its 
reasons for doing so were strictly 
financial — the CCCJ had run 
out of funds for that year. No . 
one doubts, however, that the 
issue will be raised again next 
year, and pushed even more 
vigorously. -

had, at least as an attention- 
getting device. The trouble with 
O’Leary’s plan is that no one 
seems to support it except 
O’Leary. 

And, coincidentally, School 
Committee Chairman Paul 
Tierney is the only person who is 
actively backing Plan One — 
proposed by School Committee 
Chairman Paul Tierney. His 
plan, expanding the five 
member at-large committee to 
eight members at large with the 
mayor as ex-officio member, is 
the least imaginative and offers 
the least amount of change. 

“My plan contains nothing 
new or innovative,” Tierney 
concedes. “By giving the mayor 
a tie-breaking vote, I’m giving 
him some control and some 
accountability.’’ Tierney 
complains that in his six years 
on the school board the major 
problem has been that the 
mayor has too much control and 
not enough accountability. 

But proponents of the mayor’s 
plan insist the Tierney proposal 
was only put forth “to muddy 
the waters’’ and that even 
Tierney admits privately he’s 
not all that serious about it. 
Tierney denies that, but he has 
neglected to show up and argue 


for his plan at many of the 100®r - 


so community meetings held to 
discuss the issue. 

“I don’t have the time or 
ability to appear at all these 
meetings,” Tierney explained, 
admitting that the chances of 
succeeding are 


Expanding the Committee 


But, like O'Leary, Tierney 
thinks that if the press paid 


enough attention to the merits of _ 


his plan, the people would buy 
it. ‘‘By expanding the 
committee, you improve the 
chances for minority 
representation,” he said. ““The 
black people could get 
representation if they fielded 
‘qualified ‘candidates like Paul 
Parks or Dave Nelson. Instead, 
though, they nominate people 
associated with extremist groups 
like Mel King or that 
communist gal. The black 
community should be ashamed 
of themselves.” 

Tierney’s plan is also the only 
one that provides compensation 
for school committee members 
who are unpaid now and who 
must, he said, hold testimonials 
to cover their expenses. It would 
authorize a per diem allowance 
of $75 per meeting or as much as 
$9,000 a year. 

As an incumbent, Tierney has 
a personal (and under- 
standable) interest here. 
The embarrassing Finance 
Commission probe of School 
Committee fundraisers this year 
has all but cut off that source of 
potential income. “Testimonial 
fundraisers will be held very 
rarely in the future,” Tierney 
said. “People will be hesitant to 
buy tickets because of all the 
notoriety.” 

Tierney is one of the 
incumbents who has been 
charged, in Fin Com reports 
written by Chairman Ralph 
Fine, with pocketing much of 
the money raised through 
fundraisers — a legal, if 
questionable, practice. . 

Those disclosures, along with 
the racial imbalance squabble 
and the continued deterioration 
of the quality of Boston’s 
schools, have combined to create 
the climate for change. The 
mayor’s plan, for good or ill, will 
certainly be pitted against the 
status quo in November, but the 
question of what the climate will 
be then — following the first real 
attempt in a decade to integrate 
the city’s schools — is still very 
much open. 
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Hitting It Big After Fifteen Years On the Road

Had any rock critic, in 1970, 


predicted great commercial success for 
Seals and Crofts, his confreres would 
have banished him to the Mojave 
Desert or forced him to write for the 


One of a proliferating horde of folk 
duos, Seals and Crofts had just enough 
of a sound — a mix of country and 
middle-eastern — to attract a cult 
following, but certainly no more. Then, 
two summers ago, they began making 
hit singles (‘‘Summer Breeze,”’ 
“Hummingbird,” “Diamond Girl’) and 
now they’re the darlings of ‘In 
Concerts” and “Midnight Specials” 
and they draw large, loving crowds all 
across the country. This may sound like 
quick and easy success to some, but Jim 
Seals and Dash Crofts had been on the 
road (at times it must have seemed a 
treadmill) for 15 years before hitting it 
big. 

In Texas (Cisco and Rankin, to be 
exact), back in 1957, Dash and Jim each 
had their own groups, but a call from a 
mutual friend in California brought 
them both to the coast to play ‘in a 
band, the Champs, that would tour on 
the strength of one of the all-time great 
singles, ‘““Tequila.”” When they began 
the tour Dash (on drums) and Jim (on 
sax), both in their mid-teens, had legal 
guardians traveling with them. By the 
end, though, the guardians were no 
longer needed. The tour had lasted 
eight years and Jim and Dash were 24 
and 22 respectively. 

Sitting backstage at the Music Hall 
before the concert, a few weeks back, 
Dash Crofts explained the fate of the 
Champs. “1964 was when it finally 
dissolved completely, because there 


were a lot of people in the group going in 
different directions. Glen Campbell was 
one of them — he was headed for the 
recording end for a while as a studio 
musician and we did too. That group, at 
the time, was established as an 
instrumental group and we wanted to 
sing. But they were afraid to put out 
any vocal records because they were so 
successful.” 


With the Champs, Seals and Crofts 
had been playing hard rock and, near 
the end, a Chicago-style, horn- 
dominated music. When they formed a 
new band, the Dawnbreakers, they were 


still integral components in a rock © 


ensemble. But the seed for their current 
sound had been sown right after the 
Champs’ breakup. 

“I’d been messing around on guitar,” 
Jim Seals told me, ‘“‘but Dash had never 
played the mandolin at all until about 
three weeks after this group we’d been 
playing with split up. He went over to 
his brother’s house and his brother had 
one as an ornament and he went over 
and plunked on it and liked it. He 
brought it back and I’d been. writing 
some tunes and we started playing in 
the room there and, good Lord, we 


‘decided that’s what we wanted to do. 


We loved the sound because it was so 
delicate in comparison to the hard stuff 
that we’d been doing. We were just 
starved to hear that kind of music.” 

Apparently the middle-eastern tinge 
in the group’s music came, not from 
their association with the Baha’i faith, 
which has Persian roots, but from 
Dash’s lack of formal tutoring on the 
mandolin. 

“Because I’d never played mandolin 
before things would come out that were 


unorthodox for a mandolin player. It 
was different because I had never been 
oriented in the folk or standard 
mandolin playing culture.” 

In 1967 the female singers in the 
Dawnbreakers left (two eventually 
became Dash and Jim’s wives) and the 
pair found themselves playing in a 
supper club. “It wasn’t really what 
you’d consider music to eat by. But we 
were doing it for our own benefit.” The 
mandolin-guitar sound arrived at there 
became the basis for the sound of Seals 
and Crofts’ first albums, which were 


decidedly acoustic. 


Then, with Summer Breeze, the 
pair’s roots began to show. “‘I think we 
didn’t want to completely abandon 
hard music but we just never had been 
able to get the ingredients in a group 
that played the kind of hard music we 
liked. We wanted something that was 
melodic but that we could play with 
force. Now that we’ve been analyzing it 
lately, some of the tunes lean towards 
the Motown sound very finely. I don’t 
know where they came from, but Dash’s 
leads on mandolin are almost like B.B. 
King or Eric Calpton.” 

It seemed to me that this gradual 
turning in the direction of rock was 
responsible for the spate of hit singles, 
which do, as Jim Seals said, combine 


melody with force. But Jim feels 


differently. “I feel that we would have 
had the hit single a long time ago if we'd 
had the right ingredients with the 
company and the promotion, because 
we're basically doing the same thing 
that we did. But some of the tunes are 
very poetic type songs, where maybe a 
person doesn’t like that. A wide range of 
people enjoy songs like Summer Breeze, 
so we tried to make sure that those were 


‘ because of their current commercial 


the ones we released as singles.”’ 

The concert at the Music Hall was 
not up to the standards Seals and Crofts 
have set in the past — not, I think, as a 
result of their long years on the road but 


success. Two summers ago, before the 
first hit single, I saw them give an 
extraordinary performance at Paul’s 
Mall. The singing was inspired: both 
have beautiful, natural voices, and 
when they are on, they sing together like 
brothers. Dash did much solid 
improvising on piano and mandolin and 
Jim’s sax playing had flair if not 
originality. Most of all, they seemed to 
be enjoying what they were doing. 

At the Music Hall, backed by a 
sloppy band, they (and especially Dash) 
seemed almost condescending. Dash 
appeared to be gearing his between- 
song patter to children, though the 
audience was no younger than those at 
most Music Hall concerts (and 
probably a little older, on the average, 
than a Cat Stevens crowd). Where they 
were once relaxed and spontaneous, 
their current stage presence gave off an 
odor of calculation. The sax-piano jams 
were perfunctory and Dash’s mandolin 
licks were hackneyed; the singing was 
accurate but unenthusiastic. 

Those who hadn’t seen the pair 
before, when they were not such an 
institution, most probably enjoyed 
themselves. All the hits were played, 
and Unborn Child, the group’s anti- 
abortion song, was given the only 
passionate performance of the night. 
And, of course, it was all brought off 
very professionally. Jim Seals and Dash 
Crofts have been on the road for too long 
to let their own boredom fray the edges 
of their show.

As evidence of its optimism 
and its current condition (alive 
and well), the Orson Welles has 
scheduled a new series 
celebrating Columbia Pictures’ 
fiftieth birthday, a series which 
begins this Wednesday with two 
of Columbia’s greatest 
standards, The Caine Mutiny 
and On The Waterfront.

Frank). Despite all that I can’t 
really say it’s very good, but it’s 
my all-time sentimental favorite 
just the same, and certainly the 
most inspirational film I’ve ever 


seen. I refer, of course, to 
Lawrence of Arabia. 
When I was in college, I even 
joined the local film society 
solely in hopes of getting them to 


book Lawrence. But it turned 


‘out (this was in 1968 or so) that 


the picture had been withdrawn 
from circulation, and little did I 
realize that meant it would 
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never be the same. When 
Lawrence was finally reissued 
two years ago there were 20 big 
minutes lopped out of it, 
including a crucial hospital 
sequence in the second half. 
Columbia isn’t sure about the 
print the Welles will be getting, 
but they don’t think any uncut 
prints are still available, and 
what a tragedy. Still, at least the 
version most recently in 
circulation hasn’t lost the 
moment where O’Toole raises 
his sword and screams ‘“‘No 
prisoners!”” — that, for me, is 
one of the truly transcendent 
moments in modern cinema. It’s 
also one of your more perverted 
moments — Lawrence is 
actually okaying the slaughter of 
a couple hundred helpless 
refugees — but I suppose 
morality and taste can’t always 
go hand in hand. ' 

Lawrence will play next 
Wednesday and Thursday, the 
27th and 28th. The series’ other 
titles will be The Harder They 
Fall; Suddenly, Last Summer; 
It Happened One Night; The 
Twentieth Century; The Lady 
From Shanghai; In A Lonely 
Place; American Madness; Mr.

Having just taken three 


unsuccessful stabs at writing, 


something about this, I can only 
conclude that comedy reviewing 
is the hardest kind of reviewing 
there is. Bad comedy reviewing 
is, of course, child’s play, and 
there are two basic schools of it. 
If you like the picture, you can 
flatten out all its jokes in the 
retelling and ramble on 
endlessly about the (usually 
none too interesting) plot. If you 
don’t like the thing, all you have 
to do is insist it’s terrible while 
you give away all the snappiest 
one-liners, thereby leaving the 
reader hopelessly confused. 
Fortunately for us all, I refuse to 
indulge in any of this, and out of 
the deepest respect for Mel 
Brooks I refuse to give away 
even a single giggle. So you'll 
just have to take my word for the 
fact that there are some true roll- 
in-the-aisles moments here — 


and if that don’t sell you,. 
consider the fact that Blazing 
Saddles’ theme song is 
performed by Frankie Laine. 


Chanciness is both Brooks’ 
genius and his biggest problem. 
He’ll try doing literally 
anything, and that’s obviously a 
hit-or-miss approach, the results 
of which can range from the 
sublime ‘‘Springtime For 
Hitler’’ routine to the 
staggeringly unfunny Twelve. 
Chairs. Blazing Saddles’ hits 
outnumber its misses, but just 
barely; still, what. makes the 
picture so enjoyable is the fact 
that the highs are so very high, 
and the lows relatively 
inoffensive (even Dom DeLuise 
is tolerable this time). The pie 
fight sequence is as pointless as 
it sounds, Cleavon Little can’t 
really hold the picture together, 
and one of Brooks’ own cameos 
is just horrible. But the gags are 
what you’ll remember, and 
many of them — like Gene 
Wilder’s amiable assessment of 
his fellow frontierspeople — are 
sublime. Speaking of Wilder, 
he’s sublime too, as per usual; I 
wish Brooks had given him more 
to do. 

Brooks’ direction is TV-skit 
conventional enough to balance 


out the wild range of his 
material. His direction is also 
incredibly inept, which is of 
course part of its charm; the 
whole picture reminds me of 
what would happen if a kid used 
to playing with electric trains 
were suddenly given the Penn 
Central Railroad to mess around 
with. However, Mel is at his 
funniest when he’s being either 
messy or just plain outrageous, 
and some of Blazing Saddles’ 
most endearing moments are 
those bordering on outright 
chaos. Anyway, he may be 
sloppy but he’s almost always 
fun, and if you don’t believe me 


you’d be very well advised to go 


see for yourself.

The Boston jazz scene in 
recent weeks has been 
overflowing with activity, with 
touring groups arriving in 
numbers to match the 
proliferating local bands. So 
many combos of note passed 
through that it required a person 
of uncommon stamina to hear 
them all; with apologies to those 
I missed, what follows are some 
thoughts on four bands I heard. 

The sole new group I 
encountered was Jeremy Steig’s 
quintet. Steig had been 
preceded by his new Columbia 
album, Monium (KC 32579), 
backed by Bill Evans’ rhythm 
section, and made engaging by 
bassist Eddie Gomez. Onstage, 
. without Gomez, the Steig band 
suffered, but not through lack of 
a fine bassist (Gene Perla was on 
Fender). The instrumentation 
had expanded, with Bostonian 
John Abercrombie on guitar and 
percussion chores shared by 
David Early Johnson and Ray 
Mantilla, and Steig’s flute 
emitted a rounder sound and 
more controlled lines than in the 
past; but the band now 
concentrates on Steig’s simpler 
riff tunes (‘‘Mason Land 
Express,’’ ‘‘Monium’’) and 
demonstrates how heavy metal 
jazz groups, through sheer 
volume, can give the impression 
of cooking even when nothing 
much happens. The highlight of 
their Performance Center set 
was the belly dancer who joined 
the band for “Djinn Djinn.” 

Two nights later, at Morse 
Auditorium, the quintet 
performed on a nation-wide 
broadcast produced at WBUR. 
There was no belly dancer this 
time, and the ensuing music, 
complete with Abercrombie’s 
‘look ma, I can cop from 
Mahavishnu” guitar, was as 
uninspired as any in recent 
memory. Steig’s set was so long 
and tepid, in fact, that I was 
disposed to flee before the 
appearance of Herbie Hancock. 


The main act at the 
Performance Center was 
Weather Report, who haven’t 
appeared locally in quite some 
time. This is a band that has 
always impressed me more in 
person than on record, but this 
time the live sparks failed to fly. 
Bassist Miroslav Vitous, one of 
the original founders and co- 
leaders of the group, left at the 
beginning of the year and has 
been replaced by Al Johnson. 
Though not the extraordinary 
musician Vitous is, Johnson is 
damn good and young enough to 
get much better quickly, but he 
has yet to pick up on the intense 

_ interaction that made Weather 
Report so special. Now Wayne 


Shorter and Joe Zawinul listen | 


intensely to each other, 
drummer Ishmael Wilburn and 
percussionist Dom Um Romao 
raise a mighty clatter at the 
other end of the stage, and 
Johnson, somewhere in the 
middle, throws out an anchor. A 
strange variety of togetherness, 
and far from the band’s past 
“Cohesiveness. 

Shorter was disappointing 
because he had a minimum of 
space to work his soprano and 
tenor magic. (Why Wayne 
refuses to assert himself more 
remains one of contemporary 
music’s great mysteries.) Pianist 


Zawinul is certainly not timid; © 


all of the compositions heard 
were his, with the exception of 
Ellington’s ‘‘Sophisticated 
Lady,”’ which Joe did as a 
surprising acoustic solo — a bit 
sloppy around the edges but the 
most stunning moment of the 
set. Otherwise the group played 
to the crowd too much, sending 
Dom Um to stroll through the 
audience and climaxing its set 
by repeating the “Boogie Woogie 
Waltz” melody ad infinitum.

booked into “the big room” (aka 
Freddie quickly 
learned the dangers of working 
big rooms when he found himself 
sharing the bill with a singer 
specializing in television 
commercials, but musically he 
took his own advice and kept his 
sound together. His recent 
album of that name (CTI 6036), 
the first to feature his working 
band in several years, has been 
gorwing on me in the past few 
weeks; I was originally 
disappointed by insensitive 
Ralph Penland drumming, the 
title tune’s similarity to 
“Destiny’s Children” (and the 
latter’s close proximity to “Red 
Clay”), and a lack of the dare- 
devil chances one expects from 
Hubbard. Now I hear the album 
more as the well-considered 
thoughts of a working band 
secure in the knowledge of its 
material. A quiet sureness 


permeates all of the solos and 
Hubbard’s trumpet, Junior 
Cook’s tenor and George Cables’ 
electric piano are all quite 
eloquent. 

The band took more liberties 
with the material at Paul’s Mall 
and sounded even more 
confident. Cables slips a bit 
more from under the shadow of 
Herbie Hancock each time I 
hear him, and Cook still plays 
one of the most effortlessly 
kicking tenors; both were 
difficult to hear, however, from 
my seat behind the hyperactive 
Penland. Hubbard, except for 
his occasional climbs into the 
stratosphere, is placing melodic 
content ahead of technique and 
turning out lovely, singing solos. 
His lyrical talents also appear in 
his new tunes: “Spirits of 
Coltrane,’’ the ballad 
“Brigitte,” and the slyly tongue-

Woody Herman and Tom Jones

Bill Chase, who has played 
trumpet for Woody Herman, 
formed his own group in 1971, 
drawing personnel from Las 
Vegas show bands. The band, 
which has a unique, four lead 
trumpets sound, was a bitch, 
with Phil Porter on keyboards 
and Angel South on guitar. 
Chase chose to work in a 
somewhat pop medium because 
he wanted to make a lot of 
money, so the early Chase 
featured plenty of vocals by a 
succession of singers, all in a Las 
Vegas, night club/Tom Jones 
manner which may have stood 
in the way of any wholesale 
acceptance ‘by the laid-back 
rock crowd. Perhaps the slick 
showmanship of Chase’s vocals 
suggested an older, less sincere 
form of entertainment. 


Chase’s one big hit was “‘Get- 


It On In the Morning,” which 


never rose to astronomical 
heights, but the band had 
always been extremely popular 
as a live act with college crowds, 
where the over-powering 
musicianship comes through on 
top of the vocals Doc Severinsen 
style material. 

What little Chase is heard on 
the radio contains the kind of 
big band trademarks that scare 
Neil Young freaks away (a 
beneficial side effect, in my 
opinion). Chase’s resemblance 
to a big band is no mistake, for 
the current group, 
instrumentally similar to the 
original Chase, is, in fact, a 
skeleton-crew big band. But it’s 
more than that. It’s kind of a 
synthesis: a more compact, more 
maneuverable, slightly less 
luxurious, (but certainly as 


powerful) version of a modern 
big band, rather like the Honda 
CB 550 is to the bigger 750. No 
surprise that in material it 
resembles Woody Herman’s 
latest Herd. 

The absence of a reed section 
doesn’t hurt a bit; the reduction 
of horns to four trumpets, rather 
than crippling the big band 
potential, releases fantastic 
possibilities which Chase is in 
the process of investigating. The 
band now includes Jim Oatts, 
Jay Sollenberger, Joe Morrissey, 
trumpets, John Emma, guitar, 
Dartanyan Brown, bass and 
vocals, Walter Clark, drums, 
and Wally Yoyn, keyboards.

Johnny Winter SAINTS & 
SINNERS (Columbia 32715) 

Johnny Winter began his 
career as the master eclectic; 
though he came out of a pure 
Texas blues background, his 
early Columbia albums had him 
playing everything in a 
blues/rock mold. His singing was 
uncontrolled. With successive 
albums and band reformations, 
Winter has been moving into a 
tighter definition of his personal 
brand of rock and roll, 
constantly shedding excesses in 
his singing and his guitar 
playing. On his previous album, 
Still Alive and Well, he 
discovered that he could control 
his voice and sound like Jagger. 

Saints and Sinners brings still 

more control, so that the once 
raucous, indiscriminate wailing 
has become a carefully 
integrated part of the music. 
Johnny no longer has to copy 
any singer, although the 
influence of his brother Edgar is 
evident in his use of modulation, 
particularly in “Blinded by 
Love,’’ an Alan Toussaint 
number complete with girl 
chorus, and “Hurtin’ So Bad.” 
His version of “Stray Cat Blues” 
is straight bad old Winter, broad 
and vaguely Jaggeresque. The 
Stones material seems custom- 
made to Johnny’s ever- 
hardening rock. 

His guitar playing is tight and 
well-structured, as it has not 
peen in the past; though 
Johnny’s rave-up technique 
seems to resemble Clapton’s in 
its non-discriminate 
incorporation of blues licks, he 
always tapers off his solos before 
he runs out of ideas. Johnny 
plays particularly well on “Bony 
Maroney,” which also features 
some frantic drumming by 
Richard Hughes. 


and brother Edgar playing piano 
and sax. Derringer’s production, 
though, includes one execrable 
experiment in strings, 
“Feedback”. 

For some reason, four of the 
songs deal with breaking the law 
and/or going to jail. Perhaps 
Johnny is trying to tell us 
something about his bad ass 
self. Or it may be that the 
reduction of Winter’s formerly 
eclectic style to a very precise 
hard-rock groove has been 
accompanied by a.reduction in 
material to Rolling Stenes

George Russel SEXTET AT 
BEETHOVEN HALL (MPS MC 
25125) 
George Russell LISTEN TO THE 
SILENCE (Concept CROO2) 
After years of drought, the 
music of composer George 
Russell is now pouring forth 
from all sides. MCA’s welcome 
reissue of Russell’s 1958-60 
orchestral triumphs, combined 
as New York, N.Y. & Jazz in the 
Space Age, has been quickly 
followed with these examples of 
combo Russel and choral 
Russell. Recorded at the 
beginning and the end of 
George’s Scandinavian 
expatriation, the albums help 
complete the available portrait 
of this most challenging and 
quietly influential figure. 
Beethoven Hall is a two- 
record set from a 1965 concert in 
Stuttgart. The band is actually 
a septet, with the important 
addition of guest trumpeter Don 
Cherry; the other .members, 


mostly Americans, are 
unknowns, with the exception of 
drummer Albert Heath. They 
are all resolutely committed to 
Russell’s method (the Lydian 
Chromatic Concept) and his 
music, and perform on the same 
high level as Russell’s early- 
sixties American bands. Some of 
the music suffers in comparison 
to the earlier sextets — the long 
“Lydia and Her Friends,”’ for all 
its references to famous bop-era 
themes, is basically a rambling 
blues workout similar to 
Russell’s Riverside version of 
“Au Privave,” and the Cherry 
reading of ““Round Midright” is 
a distant second to Eric 
Dolphy’s collaboration with 
Russell on the same piece — but 
pieces like ““Oh Jazz, Po Jazz” 
and ‘‘Volupte’’ give fresh 
evidence of George’s expansion 
of small ensemble potential. 
There is also a new version of 
“You Are My Sunshine,” minus 
vocals, and some very energetic 
comping from the leader’s 
piano. 


Listen to the Silence is also a 
concert performance 
(Kongsberg, Norway, 1971), but 
the ensemble here is an Oslo 
chorus supplemented by nine 
voices from the New England 
Conservatory and nine 
instrumentalists. The text, 
occasionally voiced in dense 
echo patterns, is largely drawn 
from contemporary sources 
critical of the governments of 
South Vietnam, the United 
States and the Soviet Union. 
The intervening three years 
have taken the edge off some of 
the text — Thieu’s threats of 
invading North Vietnam now 


seem little more than ludicrous: 


— while the power of other 
sections (Don Luce’s description 
of the tiger cages, for example) 
remains firm if a bit familiar. 
Dee Brown’s summation of 
Native American history is the 
most moving, and movingly 
delivered, passage. 

- The instrumental passages 
are few but well-realized. There 
is a’ subdued tenor-bass duet 
from Jan Garbarek and Arild 
Andersen, and an outspoken 
Stanton Davis trumpet solo over 


~ a continually expanding rhythm 


vamp that predicts Russell’s 
Living Time of the following 
year. Concept Records is 
Russell’s own label, available 
from New Music Distribution 
Service, 6 W. 95th, NYC, 10025.

Paul Hindemith: THE PIANO 


SONATAS Glenn Gould, piano 
(Columbia M32350) 


Paul Hindemith: THE ORGAN 
SONATAS Anton Heiller, organ 
(Harvard Square Records DGR 
73-3) 


Paul Hindemith’s music is not 
in a boom period just now. 
Indeed, since his death eleven 
years ago, only the symphony 
from the 1935 opera Mathis der 
Maler has become anything near 
well-known to the general 
public. But even from the 
forties, interest among the 


‘musically sophisticated was 


lessening, though Hindemith 
was still very influential with 
other composers, as well as 


famous (he was asked to give the 


1949 Norton lectures at 
Harvard). He wrote many 
“compositions for less common 
instruments (harp, tuba, 
trombone, viola, English horn) 
that still get performed at 
conservatory recitals, and the 
six sonatas under review here 
are by no means obscure. Still, 
it’s been quite a decline in the 
reputation of one who, in the 
20s and ’30s, was ranked with 
Stravinsky and Bartok. 


These two fine, gap-filling 
releases will probably not 
remedy this situation. The 
music dates from the late 
thirties, when Hindemith’s style 
was ‘‘marked by increased 
clarity of tonality and form and 
greater expressiveness of 
melody’’ (New College 
Encyclopedia of Music). It is 
utterly secure in construction, 
formally easy to follow, pleasing 
to listen to, conservative, and 
even occasionally dramatically 
exciting or beautiful. But it’s not 
always memorable, or easy to 
concentrate on; as Glenn Gould 
points out in his Grammy- 
nominated, clever, helpful, 
penetrating yet character- 


istically indulgent liner notes, it - 
is primarily music of repose. 


The performances are 
outstanding, as is to be expected 
from Gould and Heiller, who in 
my opinion are not only today’s 
two finest Bach keyboard 
interpreters but are also 
unsurpassed in technique. 
Hindemith’s first piano sonata 
is taken rather slowly, to be sure 
(it’s a long, unconvincing piece 
anyway), but Gould otherwise 
brings his usual fabulous clarity 
and pulse to the music. In fact, 
since the stuff is so obsessively 
contrapuntal, Gould and it are 
perfectly matched (he does 
wonders with the foolish fugue 
that ends the third sonata, the 


-most frequently performed of 


the lot). Elsewhere, Gould has 
great fun with the witty second 
movement of the second sonata 
(my favorite of the three), and 
almost succeeds in turning the 
static moments (especially 
harmonic) of all three pieces 
into something intense. But 
Hindemith so often recycles or 
homogenizes his materials (even 
melodies begin to sound alike), 
that nothing really grabs you. 
Gould correctly notes that this is 
not an inherently musical 
miscalculation, but a theatrical 
one. 


Heiller performs on Harvard’s 
superb Fisk organ (its first 
commercial recording, I believe) 


_with his customary flexibility 


and liveliness. The three organ 
sonatas are idiomatic, open- 
textured, varied in their parts, 
and otherwise similar to (but 
even less showy than) the piano 
sonatas. They make no major 
demands on either listener or 
performer. Local engineer David 
Griesinger’s recording, however, 
has captured an organ as 
accurately as I’ve ever heard, 
and this disc could be 
recommended on its sound 
alone. On the Gould, 
Columbia’s sound is good 
though shallow, but then one 
does get over a half-hour a side. 
The review copy, however, was 


_ pressed off-center, imparting an 


interesting sourness to all of that 
repose; I thought I had seen 
every ill to which current discs 
are prone, but I was wrong.

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Theatre: Less Than Tasty Hasty Pudding

HASTY PUDDING THEATRI- 
CALS 126— KEEP YOUR 
PANTHEON by Mark O’Donnell; 
musie by Jonathan Sheffer and 
Barry Cohen; directed by Voigt 
Kempson. At the Hasty Pudding 
Clubhouse, Cambridge. 
Continuing. 

For 126 years now the men of 
Harvard’s Hasty Pudding 
Theatricals have been dancing 
in drag to the annual delight of 
their fellow collegians. In the 
past three years of my own 
attendance, the kicklines and 


costumes have shown steady - 


improvement. But the book, 
‘music, and lyrics have been 
getting worse, worse, worse.. 

With its 126th production 
Hasty Pudding Theatricals has 
. fallen to its lowest level in recent 
years. Matters of taste may 
perhaps seem irrelevant to the 
Pudding tradition but Keep 
Your Pantheon stretches the 
limits too far. Its good-natured 
Hitler joke should effectively 
discourage the attendance of one 
of Harvard’s more populous 
minority groups. And the 
customary Pudding sexual jibes 
— ranging as they do from 
menstruation to menopause — 
are just puerile enough not to 
offend but to bore any women in 
the audience. 

To its credit Keep Your

anachronistic world of Greek 
gods and goddesses who all 
pursue their own peculiar love 
lives. Zeus’ plight is perhaps 
most comically pathetic of all. 
He lives at the mercy of Hera, a 
virago of a wife, who shoes him

Never 
receiving an adequate reply, 
Zeus must inevitably resort to 
extra-marital affairs with 
women whom Hera just as

Still, a sole Wellesley gag 
cannot justify a whole Harvard 
show, and the proof of the 
Pudding must lie with its music. 
This year the proof is 
unfortunately not all that 
convincing. True, composers

‘‘Partners’’ and Ray 
Henderson’s ‘‘The Varsity 
Drag’’ with their ‘‘The 
Mediterranean Panic.” But the 
sad fact is that Keep Your 
Pantheon needed two composers 
to write half as many tuneful 
songs as one composer provided 
for last year’s Pudding show. 


For the first time in recent 
memory, however, Hasty 
Pudding Theatricals has 
managed to attract a talented 
cast that can sing, dance, and — 
on occasion — even act. The best 
of the bunch is Mike Gury, 
whose Oracle of Housephile 
presents a mannered parody of 
Johnny Carson’s Karnak the 
Great. 


As I was leaving the opening- 
night reception, one drunken 
Pudding member, apparently 
mistaking me for Mr. Gury, 
inquired, “Are you the oracle?” 
At first I was a bit taken aback 
by what was either excessive 
reverence for the role of the 
critic or excessive irreverence for 
my own journalistic mouthings. 
But now I have recovered and 
am ready to make a prophecy © 
which I trust will not seem so 
enigmatic. Keep Your Pantheon 
will not go down in ancient

Two shows recently slipped 
into Boston without much 
fanfare only to leap to New York 
City before one could write them 
a notice that would do much 
good. 

Herb Gardner’s Thieves is a 
timely play about the alienation 
of the dying in New York City. 
Everything that anyone ever 
thought worth having is 
somehow being taken away. 
There is much anxiety in the air, 
perhaps too much for a comedy. 
The laughs I sensed in the text 
didn’t materialize in the 
production. Perhaps Peter 
Larkin’s accurate but 
claustrophobic setting and Jules 
Fisher’s. moody downbeat 
lighting suggest a murder 
mystery rather than a social 
comedy. Michael Bennett’s 
realistic direction is a little too 
somber in places (particularly in 
the opening, mood-setting 
sequence) to permit the talented 


company to do much soaring. 

The heavy handed 
sociological comments are just 
not. worth saving. They are 
cliches we have heard before and 
Mr. Gardner is simply not 
original here. Our interest is in 
the particular characters and 
how they try to save themselves. 
The aging cab driver’s will to 
survive, as portrayed by the ever 
unique Irwin Corey, is much 
more exciting than any 
philosophical truism he may 
utter. May Mr. Corey go on 
forever! 

If a Broadway audience 
identifies with the needs of Mr. 
Gardner’s characters to live in 
an uninhabitable city then 
Thieves will make it in spite of 
its poor reception in Boston. 
And if not, perhaps we may see 
Thieves again as a T.V. pilot. I 
hope they keep the original cast. 

Frogs, another show about 
dying and despair, was greeted 
quite warmly by its audience. 
The Medicine Show has been 
touring Europe for the past four 
months and the Caravan 
Theatre had the wonderful idea 
of giving them their theatre for 


two evenings so that they might 
perform this piece before their 
first English speaking audience. 
According to Barbara Vann of 
the cast it was quite a shock and 
delight to finally hear laughter 
because of what was being said. 


The Medicine Show bills — 


Frogs as a “departure from 
Aristophanes.” I would call it a 


complete takeoff. Only a scholar 


could see the ever-so-loose 
connections. Frogs is really a 
series of transformations 
showing the different states of 
mind of a single character and 
sometimes of each actor. The 
work is similar to that of The 
Open Theatre ten years ago, 
reflecting the influence of James 
Barbosa the director and Miss 
Vann, both original and 
important members of that 
seminal company. 

Frogs is about people who are 
lost. Some feel trapped and 
some search for a way out. All 
are alienated. The situation is 
not new. Facts, phrases, 
information, turn into empty 
words and each person is forever 
lost in his half-articulated 
autobiography. What we see is 
the changes they go through to 
arrive at where they started. 
Their conclusion was well 
motivated and executed, and 
saddening.

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Books: John Gardner’s Imperfect

NICKEL MOUNTAIN by John 
Gardner; Knopf, New Yorke 314 
pp. $6.95. 


The possibility of fraudulence 
haunts our experience of modern 
art, even of popular art. For this 
is the era of the instant fortune, 
as of instant fame. Anyone for 
whom cynicism is a possibility 
must have asked himself 
whether Erich Segal got rich 
innocently, or whether he had 
the intuition to know what the 
market wanted. Was he the 
academic who figured out how to 
cash in on the sentimentality 
academics are supposed to 
despise? The evidence of 
interviews suggests that he is as 
innocent as his audience, the 
perfect popular writer. John 
Gardner, on the other hand, is a 
much more sophisticated writer, 
both on the evidence of his work 
and of his reputation as a 
scintillating guest at literary 
cocktail parties. 


Down and out writers like 
myself can’t help but ask, when 
we read Gardner’s books, just 
how calculating he might be. For 
there are dramatic shifts in tone 
in his books that seem to have 
nothing to do with the 
construction of the narrative, 
but suggest a special remoteness 
on Gardner’s part, possibly a 
conniving remoteness. His latest 
novel is a pastoral, a literary 
form in which, traditionally, 
truths are spoken by simple, 
downcast folk who are not 
victimized by worldly self- 
consciousness: The assumptions 
of the pastoral form seem, at 
this point in “‘current events,” to 
agree with the rising popular 
sentiment that it is the common 
man, the silent majoritarian, 
who has access to plain truths 
forgotten or discarded by the 
decadent and the powerful. 
Could Gardner have anticipated 
this coincidence? Could anyone 


have done so? It is a question to 
bear in mind while reading the 
book. 


“Nickel Mountain” is set in 
the Catskills in the ’50’s, a time 
that we now see as dangerously 
innocent about human 
possibilities. Henry Soames, the 
leading character, is a simple 
man who eats compulsively (his 
obesity casts a shadow over the 
whole narrative) and is 
proprietor of a truck stop called 
“The Stop-Off.’’ Henry is 
plagued by his own anger, by 
bad business, by the heart 
condition brought on by his 
weight; his life looks bleak. 
Then Callie Wells arrives to help 
out in the restaurant. She is a 
sixteen year old daughter of the 
woman Henry once pined for, 
hopelessly, and she is on her way 
to a life in the city. Well, before 
long, she is pregnant by Willard 
Freund who departs 
immediately for college, leaving 


her inadvertently in Henry’s 


care. More as a matter of 
convenience than anything else, 
she agrees to marry Henry. They 
settle down to a somewhat 


stable life after the difficult 


birth of the child. 


Henry’s generosity, which 
seems also to be compulsive, is 
what disturbs their relative 
tranquillity. When a crazy local 
evangelist loses his wife and 
home in‘a fire, Henry invites the 
man into his house. There 


- ensues a lot of talk about how 


crazy the man is and about who 
the devil is, if he exists. The 
devil turns out to be guilt, luring 
Henry towards death by 
gluttony. When Henry finds 
himself accidently responsible 
for the man’s death, knowing 


‘himself to. have been angry 


enough to kill him deliberately if 
circumstances had been 
different, Henry begins to eat 
himself to death. Fortunately, 
he its dissuaded by the 


psychoanalytic insights of his 
friend, George Loomis. Henry 
eases off, more things happen. 
The assortment of characters 
conventional to the pastoral 
pass through, and the novel 
closes with a foreshadowing of a 
peaceful death for old Henry. 


Gardner handles all this 
pretty well. What bothers me is 
that he does not seem to have 
any ideas of his own. If he has a 
formula, it seems to be to take 
an outmoded or unfamiliar 
narrative form and use it to 
introduce to a certain audience 
ideas drawn directly from such 
sources as Freud, Nietzsche, and 
especially Sartre. Since, to 
anyone who knows these 
thinkers, Gardner’s borrowings 
from them stick out like 
semaphores, one has to think 
that he is writing for an 
audience -that does not know 
them. The real hero of Gardner’s 
novels seems to be vexed 
modern consciousness, which is 
to say, the reader himself. The 
problems faced by Gardner’s 
characters, whether they are 
ancient monsters or modern 
shopkeepers, are the problems of 
modern thought. In “Nickel 
Mountain” the central question 
seems to be: if God is dead, and 
you can’t predict the future, how 
do you know good from evil? The 
answer suggested by the book 
(no telling where Gardner 
himself stands) is like Aristotle’s 
answer to the question how to be 
good. He advised his pupils to 
follow the example of a man of 
practical wisdom. When the 
pupils asked how they were 
supposed to recognize a man of 
practical wisdom, Aristotle’s 
reply was, substantially, if 


you’re capable of it, you'll know . 


it when you see it. The snag is, of 
course, that there is a god in 
“Nickel Mountain” and it is 
John Gardner, but he never 
acknowledges himself. 


Gardner takes advantage of 
the pastoral form to parade 
before us a series of strategies for 
dealing with the existential facts 
of the modern age, from 
fanaticism to. a paranoia that 
temporarily endows its victim’s 
life with shattering importance. 
Only Henry Soames lacks a 
strategy. He is the victim of his 
compulsions and _ inclinations, 


which are fortunately not too 


destructive when they are not 
resistible. The price Henry pays 
for his ability to live with “the 
truth” is having to live with his 
own nature. The trouble with 
Henry is that there is something 


unconvincing about him as a 


character; he doesn’t stick in the 
memory like some of the lesser 
characters in the book do. 


There are two sketches of 
contemporary consciousness in 
the book, in which Gardner 
really seems to be behind the 
prose. One is George Loomis’ 
episode of paranoia upon 
returning alone to his isolated 
house one night after hearing the 
news of a murder in the area. 
The other is Willard Freund’s 
trip home from college. Nothing 
in the book is closer to the 
contemporary American idiom 
of speech and irony than 
Freund’s undergraduate fears 
and detachment; this is a very 
well-handled passage, so well- 
handled, in fact, that we can’t 
help but feel that Gardner had a 
special interest in it, either one 
of identification or of parody. 


Again we’re brought back to 
the question as to how self- 


.conscious a writer Gardner is, or 


whether his self-consciousness is 
involv 
books or the marketing of them. 
I haven’t been able to decide, 
but I do think that his past 
performance as a popularizer of 
philosophical notions through 


with the writing of | 


fiction ought to leave us 
suspicious.

Not only the tireless voyeur of 
pubescent eroticism will be 
intrigued by David Hamilton 
and Alain Robbe-Grillet’s new 
collaboration Sisters, a sequel to 
their best selling Dreams Of A 
Young Girl. Dreams is a 
depiction of the ‘‘dreamy 
monotony of virgin existence” as 
embodied by fragile girls half 
dressed in voile and the muted 
golds of afternoon sun, amidst a 
profusion of victoriana. Robbe- 
Grillet’s accompanying poems 
explore Hamilton’s languorous 
images for signs of the 
ambiguity between the self and 
other narcissism and 
lesbianism. 

Dreams concentrates on the 
discovery of sexuality, 
culminating in knowing 
submission to the photographer- 
captor’s watchful eye. The more 
sophisticated demoiselles of 
Sisters finally escape from the 
cage of their girlish fantasies by 
retreating into the security of 
homosexuality. Hamilton’s 
images are now more diffused by 
the intense St. Tropez light, 
while Robbe-Grillet’s text 
parodies the virgins’ ingenuous 
charades. Both visually and 
verbally these essays assume the 
form of soft-focused dreams 
whose intermingled color and 
black and white images evoke 
the passage of fantasy through 
fiction’s open door.

It isn’t often that a young fine 
art photographer is able to get 
his work published in book form. 
Journalists publish social 
documentaries. Departed 
worthies of the photo world 
pantheon have the work they 
couldn’t sell while they were 
alive published for them, but 
publishers have learned that 
contemporary “art for art’s 
sake” photo books are profit 
turkeys from the word go and 
tend to save their paper for surer 
things. There’s nothing to stop 
someone from buying their own 
paper, though, and that’s how 
collectors items are born. 

David Akiba has been working 
as an exhibition photographer in 
the area for a few years now. He 
has prints at the MFA, opened 
two shows at the now defunct 
Boston Film Center and 
currently teaches at Imageworks 
in Cambridge. His work stands 
out at- any faculty show at» 
Imageworks. Indeed, his fine 
quality detailed prints stand out 
in any collection of good 
photography. A master 
technician, Akiba uses light and 

_ print quality not as a crutch or 
an end in itself, but as effective 
means of making subtly 

» powerful visual statements. 

Akiba has just published, on 
his own, a book of 13 of his 
_ photographs accompanied by 

: excerpts of poetry by his friend 
‘Jack Myers. It’s called “Will It 
*+Burn.” Sounds terrible? It’s not. 
* In fact, the working relationship 

: between the poetry and the 
“ pictures is so remarkably lucid 

; that this book can only be the 
object of envy for other 

£ photographers. The use of 
‘photographs with poetry is 
*-something that is so often 
‘carried off badly that many 
people justifiably cringe at the 
fhought. One of the reasons it 
ks so well in this case is that 

the poetry lines are epigramatic 

*— short statements, meaningful 
images, thoughtful pauses of the 
searching mind. Somehow — 
magic perhaps — neither the 
words nor the images add to the 

_ other, rather they operate as one 


thought. There is no conflict 
between concepts, no mistakes, 
no forced juxtaposition. 

Myers writes, “‘But you 
couldn’t deny her genius for the 
unexpected / which was to look 
in your eyes and light up the 
damage,” and you don’t have to 
stop and figure out how the 
picture applies because the eyes

in the photograph are domg just 
that. Some of this (maybe all of 
this) has to do with the power of 
suggestion, but the viewer can 
hardly avoid being receptive to 
the compassionate influence 
of words-pictures on facing 
pages of this book. 
Unbelievable, but it really 
works 


Even if it didn’t, “Will It 
Burn” would be worth the $5 
just for the photographs. 
Thomas Todd Co., in Boston, 
did the printing in 300 line 


screen duotone that conies as 


close to original print quality as 
anything this side of gravure. In 
a way it’s too bad there are only 
1000 copies of this book around, 
and though each page is 
successful, the work as a.whole 
would be more complete df there 
were more of it. That’s a very 
strange criticism, but it’s the 
biggest fault available. ‘Will It 
Burn” is a well thought out 
quality photo book that deserves 
to be seen by more than 1000 


people. 


There’s been some cynical 
chuckling going on in the last 
year about the idea that Minor 
White was heading for the edge 
of the deep end and was likely to 
babble himself into thankless 
oblivion after an already long 
prestigious career. There’s been 
some nasty critical talk that 
White had suddenly gone all wet 
— that his ideas were somehow 
no longer valid. Consider most of 
this to be the self serving gossip 
of jealous pretenders. 

Perhaps people have ceased to 
understand White and partially 
because he was destined for a 
superstar’s death. His legion of 


.followers and former students 


were becoming as obnoxious as 
the Harvard Square religious 
fanatics. The boast, “I studied 
with Minor White,” has become 
a credential so often repeated 
that it’s ceased to open any 
doors. He was given too much 
credibility, over lobed and 
almost worshipped. In short he 
was “in” so far the only place to 
go was out. Failure by over- 
popularity — the victim of 
critics whose credibility depends 
on being one step ahead of the 
public. 


The fact that White is being 
subjected to the question of 
whether or not he should be in or 
out of favor attests to his 
accomplishments. He has, since 
joining MIT as director of the 


Creative Photography. 


Laboratory in 1965, been one of 
the major promoters of the art in 
this area. His generosity toward 
students and serious beginners 
is legendary, and his influence, 
like it or not, has been felt across 
the entire ‘spectrum of 
contemporary photography. 


It is unfortunate that it is 


under the cloud of finding 


_ himself on the defensive end of 


critical and scholarly 
controversy that Minor White 
will soon vacate his faculty post 
at MIT. His Schwanlied is 
now on display at the Hayden 
Gallery, a collective show 
entitled’ ‘‘Celebrations.’’ 
Thankfully the explanation of 


the title is less of a theology than 
“Octave of Prayers.”’ There are 
no charts and graphs this time, 
no requisite levels of 
attainment; just the somewhat 
facile and almost unnecessary 
concept that each photograph is 
a celebration of being alive. It’s 
easy to pass this off as more of 
an excuse for a show than a 
theme. There are some straight 
out examples of bona fide 
jubilation in the collection (at 
least two birthday party 
themes), but as expected the 
connection between concept and 
image is most often oblique, 
something you can talk yourself 
into understanding if making 
sense of the show as a whole is 
important to you. 

In White’s short written 
prologue to the exhibition he 
makes the point that all other 
forms of art are based in what he 
calls ‘‘religion,’’ while 
photography, the late comer, 


_has its roots in technology, From 


this he parallels the notion that 
photographers have always 
strived. to be artists. It is with . 
this idea in mind that 
Celebrations is best viewed. 
Justifying photography as art is 
something we should have 
gotten over long ago if only 
because it’s such a textbook 
argument that it can’t possibly 
apply to anyone’s work, but 
White’s thesis is at very least a 
mind jog that causes us to look 
at Celebrations’ images as “art” 
as opposed to ‘‘photo-art.”’ 
Placed within the broad generic 
classification we begin to see 
these photographs as purposeful 
expression. We recognize the 
existence of the ‘‘artist’s 
intention” and appreciate the 
fact that the camera is a 
marvelous tool that allows the 
photographer to ‘‘see’’ and 
present ideas, expressions and 
nuances that would only 


‘through paranormal vision fail 


to escape artists working in 
other mediums. Photographs 
capture expressions that simply 
would not be painted and record 
poses that sculptures would 
ignore. Not to value judge the 


various art forms or make unfair 
comparisons, but the 
Celebrations exhibit does 
illustrate more obviously than 
most photo collections that 
photographs are not imitation 
paintings but unique bits of 
expression that fill out the scope 
of artistic communication. 

It is obvious that the show was 
edited for spectacle. Something 
about each print is outstanding 
— print quality, texture, 
captured moment, subject or 
statement. The focus of the 
show is hardly narrow ranging 
from portraits such as Caroline 
Vaughan’ “Lindsay Dearborn 
Huppe” to Nicholas Callaway’s 
“Sunflower,” or Dena’s “The 
Birthday Party.” There is a 
selection of Max Waldman’s 
textured group nudes, some 
mood suggestive scenics by John 
MacDonald Snyder and 
Lawrence Anderson and the 
uniquely surreal ‘‘Uncle Oscar’s 
Birthday Party’’ by Doug 


. Stewart. 


Three prints in particular 
represent clearly photographic 
moments. “‘Wendy’”’ by Dan 
McCormack captures a grace. 
and freedom that had to be 
photographed and couldn’t have 
been thought of. An untitled 
outdoor informal portrait by 
Karen S. Rantzman by its angle 
and composition expresses an 
ineffable peace, but perhaps the 
most striking example is A. 
Doren’s photograph entitled 
“Joy in its most basic body is 
the discovery of children.” What 
cliches could gush forth in 
illustrating that statement, but 
Doren’s image is too honest for 
poster jingle writers and all too 
perfect to be described. _ 

As a whole the show has to be 
considered a success. Minor 
White has departed the school 
and gallery scene quite in 
character with a show that if 
failing somewhat in concept 


recaptures more than enough 


ground in interest and quality. 
The MIT Hayden Gallery is 

open Mon. thru Sat. 10-4.

in-cheek rocker Your 
Soul Together.” Freddie’s quest 
for larger success (he is leaving 
CTI for Columbia) has its 
dangers, and those dangers 
surface when he begins to jive 
with vocals or a silent trumpet 
routine. When the jive stops, 
which is most of the time, what’s 
left is a superb sixties- 
mainstream band. 

I’m tempted to pull out all the 
superlatives for Keith Jarrett’s 
quartet, which made one of its 


rare road appearances at the 
Jazz Workshop; in fact I'll bite 
the bullet up front and declare 
that, man for man, this band is 
exceeded by none. They play the 
compositions heard on Keith’s 
recent Fort Yawuh (Impulse AS- 
9240), tunes with limitless 
possibilities well suited to the 
limitless talents of the players. 
Dewey Redman and Charlie 
Haden, whose tenor and bass are 
more often heard with Ornette 
. Coleman, are equally convincing 
in Jarrett’s more harmonically- 
grounded settings. Redman 
proved, if proof was still 
~ needed, that he is a master of all 
types of tenor playing and one of 
the ‘reigning titans on his horn. 


Haden, with his mammoth 
sound and very personal bass 
lines, was the strong center 
around which the others 
pivoted. Drummer Paul Motian 
has always been a unique stylist, 
but his drums work so subtly 


» (and his companions are often so 


virtuosic) that Motian is 
consistently ignored. A player of 
complete ideas rather than a 
timekeeper, Motian surrounded 
the others with inspiring 
rhythmic patterns. 

The melodic quality found in 
Jarrett’s writing also pervades 
his playing, allowing both him 
and the band to take big chances 
without leaving the audience 
behind. His soprano sax is quite 


fluent now, and it clarifies the 


influence Ornette has had on his 
work (the best recorded example 
of Jarrett’s soprano is on “Roads 
Traveled, Roads Veiled” from 
the new Impulse Artists on Tour 
set (AS-9264), also containing a 
high-energy Sam Rivers track). 
As a pianist Keith overwhelms 
with a technique that can 
accomplish the most difficult 
ideas and a conception that is 
equally rooted in gospel voicings 
and Cecil Taylor. 

Jarrett would be untouchable 
were it not for his lapses; at least 
once every set he hits a stretch of 
melodic trivia and repetition in 
his piano improvising that not 


and all the body English in the 
world can disguise. These dry 
spells appeared less frequently 
at the Workshop — perhaps the 
presence of his powerful sidemen 
kept Jarrett on his toes. The 
quartet seems the perfect setting 
for Keith’s music, but the 
commitments of Redman and 


Haden to Ornette and Haden’s. 


unwillingness to tour (he is the 
father of triplets) make the band 
only a sometimes thing. 
Working together infrequently, 
these men are able to create 
some of the strongest music 
heard anywhere; if they ever 
find a period of several months 
to keep their souls together, the

tradeoffs, wherein the four 
trumpets exchange high-level 
greetings and Chase rides over 
All, with brilliant, cutting tone. 
Chase’s own playing has 
always been colored with a 
biting R & B attack; he rolls like 
Lee Morgan, but with his own 
distinct, highly-pitched style 
(that unashamedly draws from 
everything from beer 
commercials to Maynard 
Ferguson via Miles Davis. 
Drummer Clark and bassist 
Brown provide all the necessary 
percussion. Clark, in particular, 
is a volcano (and looks like he’s 
about seventeen). He seems 
inflexible at times, but when he 
has to turn on the heat, he 


explodes. He took no solos longer 
than a minute or so, but it was 
all high intensity stuff. 

The recent version of the band 
features less vocals than before, 
to everyone’s good fortune. 
Dartanyan Brown’s singing is 
less offensively mannered than 
his predecessors, but it is fairly 
nondescript. The band could 
probably forego vocals 
altogether, acquire a guru, and 
capture immediate fame as a 
rave-up jazz/rock fusion a la 
Mahavishnu or Return Forever. 

Chase does all the writing at 
this point. Not surprisingly, the 
material is strongly melodic, 
slick, and biting. There are no 
trumpets as strong.as Chase, 
although Jay Sollenberger plays 
fluidly and beautifully. The four 
trumpets together, in Chase’s 
clever arrangements, have a 
hard brilliant sound; they sound 
as one instrument, or fracture

into separate beams of light. 
Guitarist Emma generally 
comes out only for solos, which 
achieve a feeling between Herb 
Ellis lightness and heavy metal. 

Certain pieces, such as “Ode 
to a New England Jellyfish” 
utilize flugelhorns, which sound 
both weird and pretty. Chase 
does ““Twinkles,” a lovely, errie 
ballad, on flugelhorn withc™t 
brass support. His playing is 
slightly reminiscent of Miles 
circa “Funny Valentine.” 

The band has greater 
versatility then Bill Chase’s 


‘writing implies or allows. Too 


often, the rhythm section is 
stuck in a dumb 4/4 beat; the 
solo progression is fairly 
predictable; the group 
occasionally wallows in broad, 
boozy, Chicago (the group) style 
soul blandishments. The horn 
material is lyrically and 
harmonically exciting while the

rhythm languishes at a dance 
band level. Even so, Chase has a 
way to go before it starts 
repeating itself, or anyone else. 
What has already been achieved 
is remarkable. The band should 


be heard. 
The new album, Pure Music 
(Epic 32572), is sparse, clocking 
in at only thirty minutes, and 
not as exciting as either of the 
previous albums, both on Epic.

Continued from page 3_____ 
that way, and he’s required to 
call up continual rushes of 
energy. So Grey’s amazing 
motor never runs down, from his 
first appearance to the last 
minute of the movie. His 
performance unfolds more like a 
nightclub act than any other 
dramatic, non-musical 
performance I’ve ever seen — its’ 
only bounds seem to be the 
bounds of Grey’s imagination 
(which aren’t often in sight), 
and it’s so spontaneous and 
unpredictable that I began to 
wonder how much of it had 
really been predetermined. 
Brash, electric and steeped in 
show biz, Joel Grey belongs to a 
class of performers who started 
on stage, in vaudeville or 
nightclubs, and brought that 
neon quality to the movies they 
made. Liza Minnelli is like this, 


and Streisand was in her early - 


films, and Sammy. Davis too 
(though in his case his material 
and his image have just about 
burned him out). But although 


Grey shares these qualities with- 


other musical stars, he’s a one-of- 
a-kind actor. He’s bewitchingly 
repellent, not unlike Mick 
Jagger, but Grey is clean-cut. I 
thought him magnificent in 
Cabaret but couldn’t imagine 
how he would adapt to other 
roles (especially non-musical 
ones) or what other roles could 
be adapted to his peculiar gifts. 
But the clairvoyant Franklin 
Wills, with his violent trances 
and bristling self-confidence,. 
proves to be a jewel of a part for 
Grey, and Frank Perry has given 
him a great deal of freedom to 
develop it. 

Perry’s open-ended direction 


of Grey liberates the performer, 
and the performance liberates 
the movie. Man on a Swing is 
pretty bad on all other counts. 
The script, by David Zelag 
Goodman (allegedly based on a 
true story), is an occult mystery; . 
a girl is found strangled on the 
floor of her car, and the cop 
assigned to the case (Cliff 
Robertson) can’t seem to get 
anywhere until he is approached 
by a clarivoyant who claims he 
can supply new information 
about the murder. The dialogue 
isn’t distinctive, there’s no real 
dramatic reinforcement until 


. the last five minutes, and the 


whole movie is dressed in a 
clean, plastic visual style that is 
as inappropriate to this movie as 
it was to Perry’s Last Summer 
and Diary of a Mad Housewife. 
Cilff Robertson gives his usual 
overheated non-performance, 
and most of the small acting 
jobs are drama-class naturalism. 
There’s nobody and nothing 
worth looking at in the movie 
except for Joel Grey, but he’s 
enough. He’s a one-man show.

THE END OF SUMMER. 
Directed by .Yasujiro Ozu, in 
1961.

I haven’t seen enough of 
Yasujiro Ozu’s films to know 
whether or not he ever produced 
a more consummate work than 
this one but on the basis of The 
End Of Summer’s timing (he 
died two years after its release) 
and its quiet excellence, I 
suspect this must be his 
crowning achievement. Like the 
other Ozu films I’m familiar 
with, this one creates a milieu of 
absolute gracefulness as it 
reflects the stylized serenity of - 


traditional Japanese culture. 


Ozu’s characters move through 
their lives with apparent ease 
but infinite control, their 
gestures so subtle that the 
slightest deviations from the 
norm (e.g. a bath towel pulled 
too abruptly from a drawer) are 
enough to indicate strongest of 
feeling. ~ 

What makes The End Of 
Summer so special is the clarity 
with which it contrasts this 
traditional restraint with the 
emotions it masks. The plot, 
which is rather convoluted, has 
members of a large family 
simultaneously on the brinks of 
important junctures — one 
daughter must choose between a 
romantic and a practical suitor, 


. another is widowed and must 


decide whether or not to marry 
again. Their father, ailing but 
cheerful, has a habit of stealing 
away from his family’s stern 
supervision to visit a longtime 
mistress. The wisdom of the 
film’s resolution lies in its 
understanding both the value of 
an orderly life and the fact that 
truly instinctive choices cannot 
be contested. 

" Ozu’s disdain for the evils of 
westernization, which he used 
as a major theme in earlier films 
like Tokyo Story, is in this case 
distilled down to a few scenes 
and one character, a spoiled 
young girl- whose deepest 
petulant longing is for a mink 
stole.
